WASHINGTON, June IS, ( Agencies): US Secretary 
of State James Baker sent roses on Thursday to White 
House switchboard operators who were overwhelmed 
by calls after Baker publicly gave out the telephone 
number. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said the 
White House received between 6.000 and 8,000 phone 
colls on Wednesday night and the switchboard shut 
down for a while after television news programmes 
showed Baker saying, apparently to Israel, that it 
should "call us" when it wanted Middle Hast peace. 

“The telephone number is 202-456-1414. When 
you're serious about peace, call us," he said in tes- 
timony to the House Foreign Affairs Committee on 
Wednesday. 

Slate Department spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler 
said Baker sent roses to operators to express his 
gratitude for their efforts. 

Some operators sought to redirect the calls from the 
While House to the Stale Department. A reporter from 
Israel's armed forces radio, for example, was informed 
he had the wrong number and told to dial Baker's 
department at 202-647-4000. 

“You mean he (Baker) made a mistake?, the caller 
asked. 

“Yes, sir," came the response. 

Others told callers to dial 202-456-7639, a special 
White House line for public comments and advice to 
the President. 

Arab Times called the White House at 202-456- 141 4 
and was politely referred to the House’s special line for 
public comments and advice to the president at 202- 
456-7639. Operators also politely refused to answer 
any questions about the number and the origin of caih 
they received yesterday. 

“We don't keepa record of the number of people and 
where they are calling from, but we listen to the opin- 
ions they express and thank them for their interest," 
said Joe Harlow, assistant press secretary at the White 
House.

RIYADH, June 15, (AP): King Fahd welcomed in an 
interview published yesterday mediation bids to patch up 
his kingdom's feud with Iran. 

He told the daily newpaperOkaz: “The kingdom is with 
every sincere effort that spares this nation much hardships 
and difficulties.

Iran has said it would boycott haj for a third year 
because Saudi Arabia still insisted on curtailing the num- 
ber of pilgrims by allowing each country to send 1.000 
pilgrims per 1 million of its Muslim population.

Israel tells US; riots in Jerusalem over stabbing 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, June 1 5, (Agencies): Israeli leaders 
said today they are seeking US support to “start from the 
beginning” with their Middle East peace initiative instead of 
accepting an American proposal for talks with the Palestinians. 

The new position emerged as the Israelis were responding to 
sharp remarks by US Secretary of States James Baker, who 
urged Israel's new right-wing government to move to restart the 
stalled peace process. 


Baker, testifying before a Senate committee on Wednesday, recited 
the telephone number of the White House switchboard and said: 
“When you're serious about this, call us.’ 

But Israel's new- Foreign Minister David Levy said in an interview 
published today that Israel has to “clarify to the United States that a 
peace move is fateful for us and cannot depend on a 'yes 1 or 'no' answer 
to one single question." 

The question Levy referred lo was Baker's October proposal for a 
preliminary Israeli- Palestinian peace dialogue in Cairo.

“The answer to Baker was not 
negative, but we have to remem- 
ber that the train got off the 
tracks, both because of Baker's 
questions and because the gover- 
nment fell apart,” Levy told the 
daily Yediot Ahronot. 

“Therefore you cannot say 
now: we set the train in motion 
from exactly the same spot des- 
pite the fact there are no tracks,” 
he said. 

Levy said the process should 
not be revived by “presenting a 
question and demanding an ans- 
wer,” and added that Israel 
would first seek guarantees from 
the US administration, as it did 
before the coalition government 
collapsed. 

“For instance, it is impossible 
to imagine that the PLO would 
appoint representatives for talks 
between us and the Palestinians,’ 
clarified Levy. 

Meanwhile, a top Shamir aide, 
asked today whether the Baker 
plan was still relevant, said: “We 
are asking to start from the 
beginning ... to get the process 
on a track that wffl not lead us to 
negotiations with a delegation 
composed by the PLO, and that 
will lead us into the danger of a 
Palestinian state.” 

“It is unacceptable that they 
(the Americans) return exactly to 
this point and propose the same 
questions to the new government 
that has been formed,” said 
Yossi Ben Aharon, director of 
Shamir’s office, speaking on 
Israel army radio. 

Meanwhile armed police 
backed by water cannon stood 
guard in the heart of Jewish west 
Jerusalem today after a night of 
rioting sparked by the stabbing 
of a Jewish child. 

Hundreds of stone-throwing' 
Israelis chanting 'death lo the 
Arabs’ stormed Arab districts of 
Jerusalem overnight after the 
stabbing, the latest in a spate of 
attacks that have fanned Arab- 
Israeli hatred.

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Employers in Europe face stiff VDU regulations 


LONDON, June 1 5, (Reuter): The computer 
revolution has brought with it a set of 
occupational hazards that are making the 
office as unsafe in some aspects as the factory 
floor. 

As a result, employers in Europe must soon 
start complying with a set of health and safety 
laws as stringent as those more commonly 
faced by manufacturers. 

The European Economic Community pas- 
sed a law on May 29 that will require 
employers in the 12 member countries to meet 
extremely high health and safety standards 
for users ofVisual Display Units (VDUs), the 
computer screens and keyboards that have 

Medellin 
cartels’ 
kingpin 
killed 

BOGOTA, Colombia, June IS, 

(AP): Police have delivered their 
second biggest blow to Colom- 
bia's powerful cocaine cartels by 
killing John Jairo Arias, one of 
the leading drug kingpins, auth- 
orities said Thursday. 

Hours after Arias was killed 
during a shootout with police, a 
car bomb exploded yesterday 
morning near a police station in 
the same neighbourhood, an 
exclusive residential section of 
southern Medellin, Colombia's 
second largest city. 

The blast killed four people, 
including two presumed terror- 
ists inside the car, a policeman, 
and a civilian man, a unidentified 
Medellin police spokeswoman 
said. Forty-three people were 
injured, she said. 

The bomb, which contained 
an estimated 175 pounds (80 kg) 
of dynamite, caused about SI 
million damage to nearby build- 
ings and vehicles, the police- 
woman said. 

Murders 

Bombings and murders by the 
Medellin cartel have forced auth- 
orities to send an additional 570 
soldiers and policemen to rein- 
force the city’s 4,000-roembcr 
police force. 

The bomb may have been in 
retaliation for the Wednesday 
night killing of Arias, who 
officials said was the leader of the 
Medellin cartel's vast network of 
hired killers. 

Members of Colombia's elite 
police corps, a group specially 
trained to fight drug traffickers, 
shot Arias to death in a Medellin 
apartment as he tried to resist 
arrest, the spokeswoman said. 

“When authorities entered the 
criminal's apartment, he opened 
fire with a machine-gun on the 
uniformed men," National 
Police chief Gen. Miguel Gomez 
Padilla said in a statement 
released Thursday afternoon. 

Arias was shot and killed as he 
tried to escape, Gomez added. 

Police said Arias, 28, was the 
Medellin cartel’s fifth most 
important leader. 

She said a woman and asix- 
month-old baby were also in the 
apartment, but that no one else 
was harmed in the shooting. 

Gen Octavio Vargas, a 
National Police director, told 
RCN Radio that Arias's killing 
represented the government's 
second largest victory in its war 
on drugs. 

Shot 

The first came last December 
when the elite corps shot dead 
Jose Gonzalo Rodriguez Gacba. 
the Medellin cartel's No. 2 man. 

Vargas said Arias was respon- 
sible for the murders of an attor- 
ney general, a state governor, a 
judge and a leading journalist. 

“He served as chief of the 
armed organisation of the 
Medellin cartel,” Vargas said. 

Vargas blamed Arias, known 
as “Putina,” for two car bomb 
attacks against Colombia's 
secret police chief, Gen. Miguel 
Maza Marquez. Those blasts 
killed at least 70 people, but 
Maza was not harmed. 

The Medellin cartel’s cam- 
paign to murder police officers 
continued Wednesday, when 
four more officers were shot and 
killed by unidentified assassins. 

The cartel said in a statement 
Tuesday it was killing policemen 
to avenge the "tortures and mur- 
ders” by polksofitsassociatesin 
Medellin. 

Pay 

In April drug traffickers 
offered to pay the equivalent of 
$4,300 to anyone willing to kill a 
policeman. Police said 110 law 
officers have been slain in 
Medellin so far this year. 

The police spokeswoman said 
authorities relied on the “sup- 
port and co-operation” of 
Medellin residents to locale 
Arias. 

Police have offered to pay 
$ 200 , 000 forinformation leading 
to the capture of cartel leaders. 

Officials blame drug traffick- 
ers for killing around 400 people 
since last August, when the 
government of President Virgilio 
Barco began its most sweeping 
anti-drug crackdown. 

The cartel’s reputed leader, 

Pablo Escobar, remains at large 
despite a massive manhunt to 
find him. 


replaced typewriters. 

The primary aim of the regulations is to 
prevent Repetitive Strain Injury (RSI), a set of 
muscular-skeletal injuries, the most common 
being carpal tunnel syndrome, an inflamma- 
tion of the tendons that pass through a tunnel 
of bones in the wrist. 

Victims develop severe pain in their hands 
and aims as a result of performing the same 
task over and over again. At best they have to 
take a break from their jobs. At worst they are 
crippled, unable to lift anything or even hold a 
pen. 

Factory workers have suffered such 
injuries for years, although in the manufac- 


turing sector it is usually called cumulative 
trauma disorder. Musicians and professional 
athletes, particularly baseball pitchers, are 
also susceptible to RSI. 

But it is only in the last ten years that office 
workers have complained of such problems 
on a large scale, corresponding with the 
explosion of desktop computers. 

In 1981, RSI accounted for 18 percent of all 
occupational disorders reported in the United 
States, according to the Bureau of Labour 
statistics. By 1987, when the personal com- 
puter was a well-entrenched piece of office 
equipment, that number jumped to 38 per

Barry’s troubles grow 

Italy makes drug use crime 


WASHINGTON, June 15, 
(UPI): With the spotlight on 
Mayor Marion Barry shifted 
from his political future to his 
current legal difficulties, suppor- 
ters pressed for a plea agreement 
that would end his trial on 14 
drug and perjury counts. 

Prosecutors and defence - 
lawyers were expected to finish 
choosing members of a final jury 
pool by mid-day today and then 
begin seating the 12 jurors and 
six alternates to hear the trial in 
US District Court. 

Meanwhile, pressure mounted 
for US attorney Jay Stephens to 
reach a plea agreement with 
Barry before testimony in the 
case begins next week. 

Jesse Jackson, after a meeting 
with about 15 ministers yester- 
day, accused the government of 
spending $10 million to pursue 
Barry, now a lame-duck mayor 
following his announcement 
Wednesday that he will not seek a 
fourth term. 

“We certainly hope, in light of 
this new position, there will be a 
move toward the bargaining 
table,” Jackson said. 

Stephens, who has called 
Barry’s political status 
“irrelevant” to the charges or a 
possible plea bargain, had no 
comment. 

Barry's announcement that he 
would not seek another mayoral 
term had been urged by some 
supporters who told him a with- 
drawal from the race would 
facilitate a plea agreement to set- 
tle the charges against him. 

But there were indications 
toctey that more legal troubles 
could be on Barry's horizon. The 
Washington Times reported that 
federal prosecutors were extend-

ing their investigation into 
alleged drug use and corruption 
by Barry and other officials in the 
district of Columbia with a new 
grand jury. 

The Times, quoting uniden- 
tified Jaw enforcement sources, 
said Barry and other city officials 
could face charges of fraud in an 
investigation focusing on alleged 
kickbacks sought or offered dur- 
ing contract negotiations. 

■ Italian parliament on Tuesday 
made drug useacrime in an effort 
to stem an increasing number of 
overdose deaths and drug- 
related crimes. Opponents said 
the prohibition infringed on per- 
sonal liberties. 

The new law also stiffens pen- 
alties for drug dealing. Those 
convicted of trafficking in heroin 
or cocaine can be sentenced to 
eight- to- 20 years in prison and 
fined up to 500 million lire 


(5420,000). The penalty 
increases to 30 yews for those 
selling drugs cut with poisonous 
substances. 

The old law’s maxim um pen- 
alty was 1 5 years and 100 million 
lire ($83,500). 

Overdose deaths roughly dou- 
bled from 1987 to 1989, and this 
year’s total, estimated in a recent 
study, is ’expected to be even 
higher, reaching 1,000. Also 
worrisome has been the spread of 
Aids through contaminated nee- 
dles. Most of Italy's Aids 
patients have been drug users. 
Throwing a syringe away in a 
public place now can bring a fine 
of up to 1 million lire ($835). 

■ A Spanish judge Wednesday 
began questioning 18 alleged 
cocaine kingpins swept up a day 
earlier in what police described 
as one of Spain’s most important 
anti-drug crackdowns, court 
sources said. 

National Court Judge Bal- 
tazar Garzon questioned three of 
the 18 suspects in Madrid on 
Wednesday after they were 
trucked inside the court building 
from their cells in Madrid's 
Alcala-Meco maximum security 
prison, the sources said. 

Garzon on Tuesday directed a 
pre-dawn surprise invasion by 
350 National Police officers in a 
northwestern fishing port with 
long experience in the smuggling 
of American Winston cigarettes 
and now viewed as the main 
cocaine entry points for Spain 
and Europe. 

■ Britain's Court of Appeal yes- 
terday upheld the right of cus- 
toms officers to seize airliners 
found to be carrying drugs, even 
if they are doing so without the 
airline's knowledge.

BOSTON, June 15, (AP): 

Harvard University said yester- 
day it will cancel the annual inter- 
national Aids conference in 1992 
unless the United States removes 
travel restrictions on people infec- 
ted with the Aids virus. 

The university is scheduled to be 
host of the meeting, the principal 
forum for presenting scientific 
information on the fight against 
the disease. 

Many groups have protested 
US policy that makes Aids infec- 
tion one of several contagions dis- 
eases for winch foreigners can be 
barred from the country. Almost 
100 organisations are boycotting 
this year’s meeting, scheduled to 
begin next week in Sh Francisco. 

“We don’t believe we can host a 
conference dedicated to the 
eiindnatioo of Aids to which peo- 
ple with Aids cannot freely 
travel,” said Harvard’s Alan Fein, 
director of the 1992 meeting. “A 
conference that was held under 
these circumstances would be so 
contentions and ineffective that it 
would render it not very produc- 
tive.”

Harvard Aids Institute, disclosed 
the threatened withdrawal Cram 
the meeting In a tetter to Dr Lars 
Railing s of the Swedish Ministry 
of Heal; ., wbo is president of the 
International Aids Society.

Study results suggest that a strain of human Aids virus may emst urn 
r-an if ill within days or weeks of infection, co-author Patricia Fultz said 
Wednesday. The human Aids virus usually remains dormant for years. 

In addition, further study of the monkey virus may find dues for 
developing therapies against the aids virus, she said. (AP)

Aids patient Thursday underwent a controversial blood-heating treat- 
ment amid skepticism about the procedure's validity.

Meador was an officer assigned 
to. the 87th armoured field 
artillery, the unit that occupied 
Qite dh'ri hurg and guarded the 
mmeshafL 

One of the missing pieces, a 
ninth-century version of the four 
Gospels in a jewel-encrusted gold 
and silver binding, was recovered 
last April by a private West Ger- 
man foundation. Tire organisa- 
tion paid a finder’s fee of $3 
milli on to a lawyer for a US 
seller, whose name cannot be 
revealed as part of the bargain. 

A participant in the purchase 
of the four Gospels told the times 
amimber of the missing treasures 
are in the vault of the First 
National Bank in Whitewrigbt, a 
town of 1 ,760 people- near the 
Oklahoma border. The treasures 
may have been used by the bank 

as collateral for a loan.

Global warming 


WASHINGTON, Junel5,(AP): 
. President George Bush’s policy 
on global Warmmg came under 
renewed attack yesterday as a 
senator- charged that Saudi 
Arabia was allowed to scuttle an 
aggressive strategy at a recent 
international conference. - 
' Senator Albert Gore ques- 
tioned why a United Nations 
panel, headed by the United 
Stales, recently failed to include 
among the options for dealing 
with global warming specific tar- 
gets for pollution controls. . 

• “Instead you seemed to be 
recommending that we do noth- 
ing,” he told the head of the US 
delegation to the conference, 
Frederick Bernthal, at a Senate 
hearing on global warming. 

Bernthal was chairman of the 
working group that at a con- 
ference m Geneva drafted a for- 
mal series of responses that 
nations should take to deal with 
the global wanning issue. The 
final draft, which will be released 
later this year, will not include 
specific recommendations or 
timetables for pollution controls, 
Bernthal said. 

Gore charged that the delega- 
tion from oil-rich Saudi Arabia 
repeatedly blocked any attempt 
at the conference to come up with 
specific pollution controls. The 
burning of fossil fuels, including 
ml, is the source of carbon diox- 
ide that accounts for about half 
of the global warming pollutants 
that go into the atmosphere. 

Gore questioned why the US 
delegation did not counter the 
arguments made by the Saudi 
delegation, which he said 
represented that country’s Oil 
Ministry. 

“Instead, the US delegates sat 
on their hands, saying very little 
while the Saudis and some others 
blasted the hell out of any policy 


option that would have led to - 
(pollution) reductions,” said 
Gore." • - • ' •» - i 

Bernthal said there was no ■ 
hope of gaining a consensus on 
specific pollution control goals. 

Scientists generally agree that 
manmade pollution, primarily, 
from the burning of fossil fads, is 
causing the earth to become war- 
mer. The Bush administration 
has argued repeatedly, however, 
that no specific commitments for 
pollution control should be 
made until the severity of the 
threat becomes dearer. 

Three study groups of the 
United Nations intergovern- 
mental panel on dimate change 
have attempted for more than a 
year to examine the severity of 
the problem and what responses 
nations should take. 

Bernthal's working group is 
focusing on response strategies. 

Environmentalists have for 
months critidsed Bush for failing 
to announce specific reductions 
in carbon dioxide emissions. 
Several European countries, 
inducting the Netherlands, West 
Germany and Great Britain, 
have announced such goals. 

■ If earth’s temperature rises as 
much as some scientists project, 
sea levels may increase by 1 foot 
(30 cm) or more m some areas in 
the next 50 years, scientists said 
Wednesday in Washington. 

Using a computer model, Ger- 
man researchers examined the 
oceans’ response to a global tem- 
perature increase of about 5.S 
degrees Fahrenheit (3* Q over 
SO years if current rates of caibon 
dioxide emissions continue. 

Carbon dioxide is a so-called 
greenhouse gas because it can act 
like theglass windows of a green- 
house to trap heat in earth's 
atmosphere, increasing the plan- 
et’s temperature.

Experts produce 

SYDNEY, June 15, (Reuter): Australian and US astronomers have 
produced the dearest images yet of a blade hole thought to reside at the 
centre of our galaxy , an object so powerful it devours an entire sun every 
lO.OOOyears. 

The images released this week at an astronomers’ symposium in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, after months of computer processing, 
appear to show the black-hole's powerful gravitational pull stripping 
matter from nearby siara 

Made by a giant radio telescope array near Socorro, New Mexico, 
the images also show floating debris surrounding the hole, thought to 
be the remnants of consumed suns. 

Dr Ron Ekers, director of Australia telescope’s eight linked radio 
telescope dishes, and one of the astronomers who produced the image, 
said today that the images, were toe closest scientists bad come to 
confirming such a gravitational monster exists in our Milky Way 
galaxy. .. ’ . ' 

“For our galaxy this is a very dramatic and energetic thing that ts 
going on,” he told Reuters! “But by the standards of the monsters we’ve 
seen elsewhere in the universe, it is very modest” . . . . 

,11m galaxy’s centre, 25,000 light years from Earth, has long been 
suspected to hold a large black hole. Black holes are space anomalies, 
created, by a collapsing star, and are so powerful they can bend light 
beams.

US house 
approves 
foreign aid 

WASHINGTON, June 15. 
(KUNA): A House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee approved 
S154 billion fiscal 1991 foreign 
operations bill that would cat LIS 
military aid by 115 per cent out- 
side the Middle East and substan- 
tially increase economic assis- 
tance to Africa and Eastern 
Europe. Financing for trade with 
Iraq was also tightened. 

More than Sl.t billion would be 
cut from President George Bash's 
budget for grants to finance 
military sales. And the measure 
Imposes new limits lowering US 
military aid to Greece and Tmkey 
to 20 per cent under current 
appropriations levels. 

Assistance for Eastern Europe 
would grOW tO about S500 million 
or almost $200 million above the 
Bosh administration’s request, 
and the democra tic-controlled 
panel approved $800 million for 
sub-Saharan Africa, a 40 per cent 
increase above ament funding. 

Elsewhere, die bill would sig- 
nificantly tighten a prior congres- 
sional ban on the use of export- 
import bank fiimnrmg for trade 
with Iraq. 

Within Central America, 50 per 
cent of new military aid to El 
Salvador would be withheld in an

WASHINGTON. June 15, 
(UP!}: The United States 
marked Flag Day yesterday and 
for the first time since the nation 
began celebrating the creation of 
the Stars and Stripes, the day was 
awash in a conflict of emotions 
over old glory. 

Ever since 1916, US citizens 
have used June 1 4iocelebratethe 
birth of the flag, which was 
originaly approved by toe con- 
tinental Congress on that date in 
1777. 

But the focus of Flag Day 1990 
was not solely on traditional 
events designed to honour old 
glory . 

Instead, the spotlight also fell 
on the raging national debate 
over whether desecrating the (lag 
is a legal form of free speech and 
whether Congress and the states 
should take the major step of 
amending the constitution to 
protea toe flag. 

President George Bush, who 
has led the drive for the amend- 
ment, was expected to use the day 
to push his cause. “You can rest 
assured that we will mar k the 
day,” said White House spokes- 
man Marlin Flizwaier. 


But other forces also planned - 
to use toe day to fight the amend- *- 
menl and warn that allowing new 
limits on free speech would set a 
dangerous precedent. 

In Washington, the American 
Bar Association scheduled a 
news conference 10 stress* its 
opposition to the President’s 
amendment. 

It was only a week after Flag j 
Day of 1989 that the Supreme 
Court touched off a storm of 
protest with a 5-4 ruling that said 
burning the flag was protected by 
first amendment free speech 
guarantees. 

Since then, the often bitter 
debate cooled, only to be revived 
again Monday with another 5-4 
Supreme Court ruling that threw 
out a flag protection law desig- 
ned to reverse the court's 1989 
decision. 

Congress immediately dove 
into a fresh fight over the issue. 
Bush's suggested constitutional 
change took its first halting steps 
Wednesday when a House of 
Representatives subcommittee, 
on a S-3 party-line vote, sent it to 
the full judiciary committee, but 
recommended that it be 
defeated.

SEOUL, June 15, OJPI): Eight 
lawmakers and their followers, 
who refused to join in the merger 
in February of three groups into 
the country's major ruling force, 
today inaugurated a second 
opposition party named the 
Democratic Party. 

At an inaugural convention 
attended by 754 delegates, Lee 
Ki-Taek, 53, a six-term opposi- 
tion lawmaker since 1967, was 
elected party president 
The party said it hopes to 
merge with the Party for Peace 
and Democracy led by Kim Dae 
Jung to form a United Opposi- 
tion FronL Negotiations bet- 
ween the two sides have been 
fruitless so far. 

■ Dissidents in North Korea 
have launched a drive to oust 
President Kim li-Sung, the 
world's longest-serving com- 
munist ruler, a Romanian refor- 
mist said on yesterday. 

“The opposition movement in 
North Korea is currently not 
strong enough to oppose a real 
threat to Kim. But it will become 
strong," said Siviu Brucan, a 
leading member of Romania's 
ruling National Salvation FronL 
He said in an interview that if 
Kim resisted the reformers, he 
faced the same fate as his former 
ally. Romanian leader Nicolae 
Ceausescu, who was executed 
after being overthrown in a 
popular uprising. (Reuter) 

■ Chung Ju-Yung, owner of 
South Korea's largest Hyundai 
business group, left for Moscow 
today for a 13-day trip during 
which he hopes to firm up deals 
on joint development projects in 
the Soviet Union. 

Chung, founder and honorary 
chairman of Hyundai, said at an 
airport press conference before 
departure that during the trip he 
will negotiate with the Soviets in 
detail on a proposed project to 
jointly develop Liquefied 
Natural Gas (LNG) fields in 
Yakutsk in a mid-eastern area of 
the Soviet Union. (UP!) 

US to examine 
‘barrel of bones’ 
in Kuala Lumpur 

WASHINGTON, June 15. 
(UPI): The United States is send- 
ing a forensic expert to Malaysia 
to examine seven barrels ofbones 
that Vietnamese boat refugees 
claim are the remains of some 30 
US soldiers, the Pentagon said 
Thursday. 

“The remains are now in the 
custody of the US embassy in 
Kuala Lumpur," said a Pen- 
tagon spokesman, Lt Cmdr 
Edward Lundquist. 

"If warranted," he said, "any 
or all remains will be brought to 
the US army's central identifica- 
tion laboratory in Honolulu for 
further analysis." 

A forensic expert From that 
laboratory was being sent to 
Malaysia for the preliminary 
examination, he said. 

A boat carrying nine Viet- 
namese refugees who left their 
homeland May 30 was dis- 
covered earlier this week on a 
beach at Kota Tinggi. in the 
southern state of Johor, 
Malaysia, with a leak. 


Imelda weeps on girl’s name mentioned during trial 


NEW YORK, June 15, (AP): Imelda Mar- 
cos began weeping yes tei day when a wit- 
ness at her federal racketeering trial men- 
tioned one of her daughters while tracing 
funds Imelda allegedly used to buy lavish 
gifts. 

The judge immediately broke for lunch, 
and Imdda was examined by her doctors at 
the nurse's office in the courthouse. 

Lawyers said Imekla’s blood pressure 
had shot up but then stabilised, and the 
trial continued after the lunch recess. 

The trial in US district court was adjour- 
ned three times before because oflmefda's 
health problems, most recently on May 31 


uften she was hospitalised far a stomach 
ailment related to stress.

Chatichai holds 
talks with Bush 

China, Cambodia discussed 


WASHINGTON, June 15,(AP): 
President George Bush has 
assured Thai Prime Minister 
Chatichai Choonhavan that 
American hasn't forgotten its 
commitment to the Pacific 
region, despite the great atten- 
tion now bong pa id to European 
developments. 

“We look upon the United 
States' active participation in the 
Cambodian peace process and a 
United States presence as a 
stabilising role in the region as 
being vital to peace and stability 
of Southeast Asia,” Chatichai 
told Bush yesterday at the end of 
a 2-hour, 1 5 -minute meeting and 
working lunch. 

Chatichai also endorsed 
Bush's policy of trying to main- 
tain US contact with China's 
hardline leadership. He told the 
President during their talks it 
took 20 years "to open the gates 
of China for both the United 
States and Thailand — and now 
is not the time to close that gate,” 
assistant Secretary of Slate 
Richard Soloman reported. 

“America is proud of her role 
in the Pacific — a commitment 
that has fostered peace and 
freedom and economic develop- 
ment among democratic friends 
like Thailand,” Bush said at the 
White House departure 
ceremony under a hot June sun. 

The prime minister later met 
congressional leaders at the 
Capitol and attended a Thai 
embassy reception. He planned 
talks with Vice-Preident Dan 
Quayie and a speech to reporters 
today before flying to New York. 

Bush said he and Chatichai 
reaffirmed US-Thai solidarity 
on ending civil war in Cambodia. 


He advocated diplomacy aimed 
at a comprehensive settlement 
vrith free and fair elections under 
the UN flag in the presence of an 
international peacekeeping 
force. 

Chatichai said Thailand 
would do all it can to accelerate 
the peace process' and work with 
the five permanent members of 
the UN Security Council toward 
free elections as part of a set- 
tlement package. ' 

Chatichai asked Bush to use 
‘ influence with China to persuade 
it to halt the flow ofChinese arms 
to thecommunist-Khmer Rouge, 
strongest of the four rival Cam- 
bodian factions, Solomon said. 

Solomon did not disclose 
Bush's reply but stressed that the 
United States had long been 
against arms for the Khmer 
Rouge, blamed for more than a 
million Cambodian H«u^ dur- 
ing 1975-78 rule over Cambodia, 
and continues to oppose its 
return to power. 

Solomon said currently there 
is greater activity in the complex 
Cambodian negotiations, but it 
was too early for optimism. 

‘‘Our impression is that the 
Chinese also want a solution to 
this conflict,” he said. 

China, the United States, 
Britain, France and the Soviet 
Union are the permanent mem- 
bers of the UN Security Council. 

Bush also expressed 
"profound appreciation” for 
Thailand's providing asylum to 
Indochinese refugees, and 
assured Chatichai the United 
States will welcome “our share of 
Vietnamese refugees.”

Madden said the June 4, 1989, 
massacre in Beijing's Tiananmen 
Square was “an excellent reason 
why Britain should have called 
an end to the accord." 

The bill was passed after the 
main opposition Labour Party 
opted not to exercise its option 
and take a vote.

Alleged gun runner 

Jumps bail 

MANILA. June I5,(UP1): A US wroman jumped bail and fled 
the Philippines while on trial for gun smuggling, and the 
prosecutor yesterday called her flight “a miscarriage of justice.” 
Dominique Adams. 23, of Provo, Utah, escaped from the 
Philippines last week with the helpof three men who plan to turn 
her nine-month ordeal into a movie, according to a copyright 
story Wednesday in the Salt Lake Tribune. 

Adams was arrested last Aug 20 on her arrival from Los 
Angeles after customs police found 70 handguns in six metal 
containers. The US commercial model said she was asked to 
carry the boxes to Manila but did not know their contents. 

Judge Fcrmin Martin had scheduled for June 26 to the 
promulgation of the decision on the case of Adams, who had 
been free on an S8.500 bail. The charge against her carries a 
maximum penalty of 1 7 years in jail. 

“ Wecannot do anything anymore.” said suburban Pasay City 
chief prosecutor Rolando. Abrazaldo. "We have no power to 
arrest her there (in the United Stales). 

“ It is again a miscarriage of justice because if she will be round 
guilty, we cannot execute the decision.” 

He said, “a presumption of guilt is already there because she 
left the Philippines without the permission of the court.” 

Adams’ lawyer, Ren op Cruz, said He learned of her escape 
through a reporter.

MANILA, June 15, (AP): A 
strong earthquake shook a wide 
area of the Philippines and left at - 
least four people dead and 15 
others wounded, relief officials 
said. 

At least 10 aftershocks have 
been reported since yesterday's 
quake. A landslide also occurred 
in the central isiandof Panay, the 
hardest-hit area about 3.68 
kilometres (230 miles) south of 
Manila, officials said. . 

Seismologists said the earth- 
quake was felt over a wide area 
from the northern tip of Min- 
danao Island to Manila on 
Luzon Island, but there were 
conflicting reports on its inten- 
sity. 

Local seismologists said it reg- 
istered an initi al 6.2 on the Rich- 
ter scale and was centred jiist 
northwest of Kalibo town; in 
Aldan province, 415 lofometres 
(260 miles) south bf Manila.' ’’ ' 
The Royal- Observatory' in 
Hong Kong, hOweveriTaeasunsd 
the quake's magnitudOat 6.8 on 
the open-ended Richter scalfc - - 
Panay is comprised of the 
provinces of Antique, Aklan, 
Capiz and Iloilo. 

Rodrigo Roldan, regional 
director of the office of- civil 
defence, said four people in 
Antique were reported killed and 
15 others were hospitalised for 
cuts and fractures. He said it was 
not immediately known how the 
deaths and injuries occurred.

Poor communications preven- 
ted more detailed reports from 
the affected areas on Panay 
Island. 

The Richter Scale is a gauge of 
energy released by an earth- 
quake, as measured by ground 
motion recorded on seis- 
mographs. 

An earthquake registering 6 
on the scale can cause severe 
damage. One registering 7 is con- 
sidered a major earthquake, 
capable of widespread, heavy 
damage if it hits a heavily 
populated area.

Liberia peace talks resume 

MONROVIA, June 15, (AP): Thousands of protesters chanting “stop the 
killings” marched through the Liberian capital, and church leaders urged the 
United States to send a peacekeeping force to help end the 5 I -2-month tribal 
war. 

There were no reports of major fighting between government troops and 
rebels, and peace talks resumed today in Freetown, Sierra Leone. 

The talks, which began Tuesday, are being mediated by the Liberian Council 
of Churches. 

“We are now discusring issues of substance,” Anglican Canon Burgess Carr 
said today. He did not elaborate. 

The church leaders have been pushing both sides to agree to a ceasefire. On 
Wednesday, the two sides agreed to a joint statement calling for an end to 
indiscriminate violence. 

In Monrovia, the Church Council yesterday asked the United States to send a 
peacekeeping force to Liberia. A statement was read to protesters who gathered 
outside the US embassy after a five-mile (8 km) match from a suburban church 
to the city centre. 

“We are appealing to the Congress, to the government and to the people of the 
United States of America to come to our aid,” said pentecostal Bishop W. Nah 
Dixon, who led the march. “This is an SOS call. Save Our Souls.” 

But the US charge d’affaires, Dennis Jett, told the protesters that the United 
States was not prepared to send a peacekeeping force. 

It is Liberians killing Liberians and it is only Liberians who can stop the 
fighting,” Jen said. “You call for a peacekeeping force, but a peace has to be 
createdbefore h can be kepi and only Liberians can create the peace. "To cheers 
and whistles, Jett referred to a promise by President Samuel K. Doe last month 
that he would make any sacrifice and take any step needed to stop the bloodshed. 

Rebel leader Charles Taylor vowed to take Monrovia within hours if peace 
ralks with Doe’s government collapsed.

VATICAN CITY. June 15, 
(Reuter): Black South African 
leader Nelson Mandela, in an 
audience with Pope John Paul 
today, railed on the Vatican to 
takea clearposition in support of 
sanctions in order to convince 
the Pretoria government to dis- 
mantle apartheid. 

The Pope received the African 
National Congress (ANC) 
deputy president in a cordial 
private audience, but a spokes- 
man said the Pontiff was not tak- 
ing a specific stand on sa notions. 

A Vatican statement issued 
afterwards said the Holy See sup- 
ported “peaceful political evolu- 
tion” in South Africa “with the 
progressive overcoming of the 
system of apartheid.” 

The statement said this would 
lead to a society “based on 
pacification and reconciliation 
among all ... with the guarantee 
of respect for the fundamental 
rights of each of its citizens.” 

The Pope and Mandela, spoke 
alone for 25 minutes in the Pon- 
tiff's frescoed private study 
before Mandela's wife Winnie, 
wearing a while, flowing 
Afri can-style dress led an ANC 
delegation in for a photo session. 

“Thanks be to God that we 
can meet," said the Pope, who in 
the past has strongly condemned 
apartheid and praised Mandela's 
personal and political struggle. 

Mandela, directing his words 
at reporters, said he kid told the 
Pope about the ANCs work and 
why sanctions should be main- 
tained until apartheid is aboli- 
shed.

Moderate elected prime minister 

MOSCOW, June 15, (Agencies): Boris Yeltsin’s candidate for Russia's prime minister was 
todayafter unveiling a radical 500-day plan to privatize the state-dominated econohy and introduce- a 
market system in the Soviet Union’s largest republic. 

The defeat of Yeltsin's close associate Mikhail Bocharov by Ivan Silayen . a deputy prime minister in 
the central government, left the fate of Yeltsin’s economic plan unclear. 

Bocharov had promised to introduce the plan in 30 days if the Russian republic's Supreme Soviet, or 
Parliament, elected him as prime minister. 

Silayev, 60. an engineering specialist, won I63of239votesin the Parliament of the Soviet Union’s most 
powerful republic. His victory came in a second round of voting after Yeltsin intervened to break a 
.deadlock. 


GDR suggests 
unification date 

Make it on Sept. 1 ’92 


STRAUSBER.G, East Ger- 
many, June 15, (UPI): East Ger- 
many’s defence minister said 
today German unification 
should not take place until fall 
1992, a suggestion that clearly 
clashes with the Bonn govern- 
ment’s view that unity will be 
reached later this year. 

Addressing a news conference 
after a meeting of Warsaw Pact 
defence ministers, Rainer Eppel- 
mann said unification should 
take place Sept 1, 1992, the 
anniversary of ibe 1939 German 
invasion of Poland, which 
marked the beginning of World 
Warll. 

“I am a person who values 
symbolic acts, that is why I like 
Sept I,” he said at Strausberg, 
outside East Berlin, where the 
meeting was held. 

Eppelmann, who also holds 
the disarmament portfolio, 
admitted that waiting so long 
might well test the patience of 
Germans both in the East and the 
West. 

His suggestion is also likely to 
anger conservative politicians in 
lhe Bonn government, who have 
been calling for early unification 
and have suggested the two Ger- 
man states could merge later this 
year or early next year. 

Eppelmann argued that more 
time was needed to prepare the 
framework for ajran-European 
security system. 

“I call on all Germans in East 
and West Germany to have 
political patience and to think as 
Europeans and not as Ger- 


rnans.’Tie said. 

He said that “German unity 
must support and not hamper 
European unity.” 

Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze and his 
West German counterpart 
Haas- Dietrich Genscher will 
meet June 18 for their second 
round of talks in a week of Ger- 
man unification, the official Tass 
news agency said yesterday. 

The two foreign ministers will 
meet in Munster, West Ger- 
many, next Monday, a week after 
a similar meeting on the “exter- 
nal aspects” of German unifica- 
tion in the Byelorussian city of 
Brest. 

West German Social 
Democrats agreed yesterday to 
back a treaty on economic union 
with East Germany, in ending a 
long, divisive row which 
threatened to weaken them in 
December's national elections. 

Opposition SPD leaders said 
they passed a resolution that the 
party should vote to ratify the 
treaty in Parliament next week. 

Warsaw Pact defence mini- 
sters yesterday began two days of 
talks of dismantling the military 
command of a bloc undermined 
by the collapse of oldslyle com- 
munism across Eastern Europe. 

The meeting, at East German 
Defence Ministry headquarters 
on East Berlin's outskirts, could 
be the last of its kind as the pact 
changes from a Soviet-led armed 
bloc into a looser, democratic 
amalgam of equals. 


Nato rejects Soviet offer on short- range nuclear weapons 


BRUSSELS, June 15, (Reuter): Nato 
today rejected a Soviet offer to start early 
• talks on removing all short-range nuclear 
weapons from Europe, but said alliance, 
leaders would discuss the proposal at a 
. summit in London next month. 

A spokesman said Nato was prepared to 
start talks on reductions in short-range ■ 
nuclear forces, but only after a key 
agreement to cut Conventional Forces in 
Europe (CFE) is stgnedlater this yeiu-. 

“That is Nato's position and it remains 


Nato’s position,” hesaid. “Thematterwill 
be discussed by heads of state and govern- 
ment at the London summit (on July 5 and 
6 ).” 

Moscow made the offer to the United 
States, which supplies short-range nuclear 
weapons to the Nato alliance. The Soviet 
Union said it wanted talks to start in 
September or October, independently of 
progress at CFE talks. 

Moscow has said before that it wants to 
eliminate short-range weapons entirely — 


ground-based missiles, nuclear artillery 
shells and aircraft bombs. 

Nato, which is thought to have more 
than 3,500 short-range warheads in 
Europe, says the Soviet Union has a 14- 
fold superiority in such weapons. 

The Soviet offer also included French 
short-range nuclear weapons, which are 
held outside Nato command. France left 
Nato's integrated military structure in 
1 966 and alliance sources said it was highly 


unlikely that it would want to include its 
weapons with the US arsenal in any talks. 

NaLo argues that it can only start to 
discuss the weapons when massive Soviet 
superiority in tanks and troops — the main 
reason for Nato's European nuclear 
arsenal during the cold war is eliminated 
under the terms of a CFE treaty. 

One Nato diplomat said the Soviet 
Union seemed to have made its latest offer 
with West Germany in mind. 


In the first ballot, Silayev, who 
supportsagradual transition toa 
market economy, fell one vote 
short of the necessary 50 per cen r, 
collecting 119 votes. Mikhail 
Bocharov, combative proponent 
of rapid transition to free enter- 
prise, won only 86 votes in a clear 
defeat for Yeltsin. 

Yeltsin then proposed suppor- 
ting Silayev in Lhe second ballot, 
saying he had often shown 
independent thinking as Soviet 
deputy prime minister. 

Yeltsin’s intervention 
appeared to reflect recent 
declarations that he will seek 
compromise and work with Gor- 
bachev and other mo re moderate 
reformers. 

In his acceptance speech, 
Silayev said he supported reform 
and was open to all ideas to 
improve Russians' well-being. 

“1 will prove to you that 1 am 
not a conservative,” he said. “All 
real ideas that can be achieved to 
resolve the many problems so 
that Russia can be as it should in 
our USSR, will be supported." 

Yeltsin was quoted as saying 
he and Soviet President Mikhail 
Gorbachev had agreed to work 
together for their common good. 

The two men met on Tuesday. 

"We said we would work on a 
business-like, joint basis, co- 
operate together, because Russia 
can not survive without the coun- 
try and the country also can not 
survive without Russia," Yeltsin 
said in remarks to the Parliament 
of the Russian Federation 
quoted by the government news- 
paper Izvestia. 

Parliament voted yesterday to 
hire bodyguards for Yeltsin so he 
will no longer have to depend on 
the KGB for protection. 

In addition to hiring three or 
four private bodyguards, the 
Parliament voted to give Yeltsin 
a black Volga sedan — the stan- 
dard vehicle for even the lowest 
officials in the rank-conscious 
Soviet system.

Throw out 
convictions 
in IRA 

bomb case’ 

LONDON. June 15. (AP): The 
government said yesterday that it 
will ask an appeals court lo 
throw out the convictions of 
seven people who served prison 
sentences for allegedly running 
on IRA bomb factory. 

“I don’t believe the convic- 
tions can be allowed lo stand.” 
Home Secretary David Waddin- 
gton told the House of Com- 
mons. 

Hours earlier. England's sen- 
ior prosecutor told a judicial 
inquiry that the convictions were 
“unsafe and unsatisfactory” 
because of questions about the 
reliability of scientific tests which 
were the core of the prosecution 
case. 

The announcement marked 
the collapse of all the convictions 
stemming from two Irish 
Republican Army bombings of 
pubs in Guildford and Wool wich 
in 1974, in which seven people 
died. 

Four people convicted of Lhe 
bombings were released in 
October after the director of 
public prosecutions said police 
had lied about some evidence. 

The mainly Roman Catholic 
IRA is fighting to end British rule 
of Protestant-dominated North- 
ern Ireland and unite the 
province with Ireland. 

Six of those convicted in the 
bomb factory case have served 
their sentences and the seventh, 
Guiseppe Conlon, died in prison 

1 • “I ,pnly,hope apd pray now: 
that it will go, as soon as possible 
to the appeals court to take the 
burden off our family, because it 
has been a living nightmare," 
said Anne Maguire, who served 
10 years in prison. Her husband, 
two sons, two relatives and a 
family friend were also convic- 
ted. 

Waddington said he would not 
refer the case to the court of 
appeal until the judicial inquiry, 
headed by Sir John May, com- 
pletes its work. 

The government's case was 
based on forensic evidence 
indicating that all seven had 
traces of nitroglycerin on their 
hands. 

Allan Green, the director of 
public prosecutions, said he con- 
sidered the convictions unsafe 
because recent tests had shown 
that the defendants might have 
been contaminated by touching 
something such as a towel that 
had been touched by someone 
else who had handled explosives. 

Testimony at the inquiry 
revealed that the tests were done 
by an 18-year-old junior tec- 
nician, and the results could not 
be verified because an the sam- 
ples were used up. 

“The sdentife evidence given 
to the jury may have misled them 
into excluding the possibility of 
innocent contamination but it is 
evidence that, in the light of 
currentscientificknowledge, this 
was a real possibility, however, 
remote,” Green said. 

Mrs Maguire was convicted in 
1976 along with her husband, 
Patrick; their sons. Vincent and 
Patrick; Guiseppe Conlon. 
Patrick Maguire' brother-in- 
law; Sean John Smyth. Mrs 
Maguire's brother, and a family 
friend, Patrick Joseph O’Ndll.

Historical study completed 

KUWAIT Municipality, recently completed a study of historical 
buddings in the country and identified about 122 buildings which have 
been classified into five categories. These include buildings which fall 
within private properties, buildings affiliated to the Ministry of Awkaf 
and Islamic Affairs, those affiliated to the Ministry of Finance 
represented by the Public Domains Department, archaeological build- 
ings affiliated to the Ministry of information and those of the ministries 
of interior, education, public health and electriciLy and water. 

The study said that 12 company owned buildings were listed as 
historical buildings, while 24 buildings affiliated to the Public Domains 
Department were not listed among the historical landmarks. Addition- 
ally, it said that about 72 per cent of these buildings faced demolition. 

Meanwhile the study called on authorities to set up the necessary 
criteria for conducting work on preserving these buldings and said that 
a special budget should be allocated for this purpose. 

In a related development, Kuwait Municipality has marked the 
historical buildings throughout the country and these buildings could 
only be demolished by a decision issued by Kuwait Municipality.

He pointed out that Kuwait is 
a consumer and not a producer 
country,, and that depends 
heavily on imported foodstuff 
and consequently any decision 
taken in the supplier country will 
definitely affect imports. 

In other words, he added, if 
certain countries choose to lift 
government subsidisation of cer- 
tain food or raw materials used in 
the food related industries, this 
will be reflected in a price 
increase here. 

He also said that the second 
reason for the price increase is the 
low agro-production volume 
compared to the high demand, as 
the sugar sack used to sell at 
KD2.250 one and half years ago, 
but now the price has increased 
up to KD8. and the increase per- 
centage is 300 per cent. 

He added that the third reason 
is fluctuation of international 
currency rates, as is clearly 
noticeable from Lhe constant 
variation of the dollar rate 
against the Deutsche mark, and 
the Sterling pound devaluation 
against the Japanese yen. 

He said that if "we were to 
stabilise prices in Kuwait, this 
will negatively affect us." The 
fourth reason is world inflation 
as clearly seen in certain coun- 
tries in the bi-annual or annual 
price hike of their products. 

Changes 

Baijan added that the fifth 
reason being the political chan- 
ges m the Eastern bloc countries 
in Europe, as many of their 


ted the value oF Kuwaiti ftiod 
imports. The absence of a clear- 
cut economic policy in the trad- 
ing sector, where there is a 
marked distinction between 
products imported from socialist 
countries and those imported 
from capitalist ones, has resulted 
in the vacillation of prices. 

He added that the seventh 
reason is the existing marketing 
channels. Following the govern- 
ment’s decision to close down 
groceries in model residential 
areas, co-ops acquired further 
importance with the monopoly 
on marketing channels for local 
dealers.

Also 
the policy pursued by these co- 
ops regarding the return of 
damaged goods without any 
obligation as to what their 
reasons may be. 

Baijan added that the dealers' 
due payments are delayed by the 
co-ops for some time over four or 
even five months, and this con- 
sequently led the dealer to sell his 
commodities at high prices to the 
co-op in order to compensate for 
the long delay in settling 
payments, and consequently this 
results in ihe co-ops hiking the 
price of the commodities. 

Competition 

He said that the eight and last 
reason for the price hike, is that 
the existing policy system pur- 
sued by the co-ops kills the sense 
of competition and this 
ultimately affects the price of the 
commodities, otherwise the 
dealers will be readily happy to 
offer complementary items on 
their goods order to ensure better 
promotional chances. 

The director of the refrigera- 
tion company, said that the 
noticeable price increase of cer- 
tain articles during the month of 
Ramadan, included foodstuffs, 
vegetables and fruits. 

He said that a study was 
carried out on the selling of chil- 
dren's toys and the results 
showed that there is great price 
variation in the price of a certain 


children game from two sample 
co-ops, and the responsibility for 
this difference is borne by the co- 
op itself. 

He added that a similar study 
was performed during 1989 that 
covered 6000 items, and the 
results showed that 600 items 
’ underwent' price; increases with 

• pef • 

' <»niitp*^5-petcent, anef that ttje 
1 imionis responsible for the defin- 
ition of prices for basic items. 

He pointed out that the com- 
plementary goods offered by the 
dealer to the buyer affected us, as 
there is a type of detergent supply 
ordered by one co-op for which it 
received no complementary 
. items, and the result was selling 
the item at 770 fils per piece, 
whereas tbeitem is sold at 550 fils 
in the popular market. 

He added that the study 
showed that the percentage of 
complementary items is 40 per 
cent which is detracted from the 
price of the article, however, if 
the co-op is willing to sell three 
pieces for the price of two, the 
product will be better promoted 
and the consumer will be happy. 

Procedure 

The foreign relations superv- 
isor at the Kuwait Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry said 
that the price increase is mainly 
caused by the unguided invest- 
ment capitals, which increased 
prices due to the associated com- 
plications and routine red tape. 

He added that the dealer must 
go through a systematic 
procedure scheme before he can 
import his goods, then when 
there are two million consumers 
waiting for dealers to supply 
them with commodities, there is 
□o point at all getting all these 
routine complications in the 
way. 

He added that the dealers 
suply the co-ops with goods and 
items which wul be sold so long as 
their validity has not expired but 
part of these orders will be retur- 
ned to Lhe dealers for expiry or 
related validity and also for 
damage, and this should account 
for why the dealers find them- 
selves forced to bike the prices in 
order to make for the losses they 
sustain. 

He recommended the forma- 
tion of a pricing committee at 
each co-op, which will undertake 
negotiations with the dealersand 
reach an agreement regarding 
Lhe price of each different com- 
modity, adding that this commit- 
tee must be able to decide what . 
suits the consumer best, and con- 
sequently, after agreeing on the 
price of a particular item, this 
price will be announced to all 
other co-ops to abide by it. 


He also recommended support 
by the government for .public 
facilities, such as storage areas, 
where dealers, whose imports 
volume is always high, .could 
•store their goods. . 

The chairman of the Dahiya 
and Mansouria co-op said that 
since the commercial trading is 
j done in hard currencies, any fluc- 
tuation of the exchange rates of 
these currencies due to various 
intennational factors will result 
ra price increases. 

He pointed out that the local 
reason for the price increase is 
that the marginal profit percen- 
tage is different from one co-op 
to another, which results in die 
price difference of the one and 
same article from one co-op to 
another. 

He stressed the need to unify 
the marginal profit percentage 
which will greatly hop to keep 
prices under control. 

The chairman of Sahab Al 
Salem Co-op said that the con- 
stant growth of consumer aware- 
ness has made lire price increases 
of certain articles dearly noticea- 
ble. 

He said that the invisible fac- 
tors at play here include the 
absence of scientific bases on ' 
which the co-op could establish 
their manpower requirements 
and related payrolls and job 
titles, and Lnis will indirectly j 
affect the efforts exerted to fix the 
marginal profit on essential 
items. 

He called on the union to help 
implement this recommendation 
whereby the total expenses of the 
co-op will be rationalised, 
become more controllable and 
consequently drop significantly. 

He also stressed the need lor 
the union to perform a study to 
establish the factors guaranteed 
to keep the dealers happy to 
ensure that they sustain no los- 
ses, like cutting back on so many 
returnable^ and immediate set- 
tlement of their due payments 
besides eliminating all obstacles 
blocking their direct dealings 
with the co-ops. 

Control 

The director-general of the 
Kuwait Union of Consumer Co- 
operative Societies Abdul Latif 
Al Kharrzeh said that the sole 
function of the union since it was 
established is to protect the con- 
sumer and keep prices under con 
trol. 

No increases to the existing 
prices of items will be endorsed 
until after dose consideration of 
the factors and reasons involved, 
which will involve the presenta- 
tion of all necessary documen- 
tary evidence on the part of lhe 
dealers, be said.

THE director-general of the 
Civil Aviation Department, 
Sheikh Jabcr Mubarak Al 
Abdullah Al Ahmad AJ Sabah 
stressed that the department has 
taken necessary measures to 
ensure the smooth flow of pas- 
sengers coupled with punctuality 
of flight timings. 

Speaking to a local daily, he 
said that an agreement had been 
concluded with airport officials 
to increase manpower to speed- 
up work flow and added that 85 
per cent of technical personnel 
working at the General Civil 
Aviation Department are 
Kuwaitis. 

The current building, he said is 
able to capacitate the anticipated 
increase of passengers in the near, 
future, until the completion of 
the' new passenger building 
project However, the official 
said that both passenger build- 
ings 1 and 2 at the airport present 
similar services and facilities. 
The new passenger building 
project is located at the south side 
of passenger building number 2. 
Financial allocations for the 
project have been organised and 
are currently understudy by con- 
sultants, the official added. 

He pointed out that the depar- 
tment is closely following up 
rapid developments in the field of 
aviation services and has par- 
ticipated in several studies held 
by the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organisation. In this con- 
text, the department is currently 
conducting a study on establish- 
ing a commercial market to 
provide travellers with distingui- 
shed shopping services. Sheikh 
Jaber said. 

Challenge* 

He indicated that co-opera- 
tion among GCC slates in the 
field of aviation is inadequate to 
meet current development 
challenges and in this context, 
Kuwait will submit a report 
aimed at expanding the frame of 
co-operation among the GCC 
states in addition to recommend- 
ing appropriate strategy. 

Any travel office violating the 
comprehensive group journey 
system will have to pay a fine of 
KD5.000 and will also be held 
accountable for all finandal 
duties resulting from violating 
the terms of the contract. 

Meanwhile incoming and out- 
going flights at Kuwait Inter- 
national Airport registered an 
increase last May, loalling 2,28 1 
departures and arrivals. This 
represents an increase of 12 per 
cent as compared to figures dur- 
ing the same period last year. 

A report published by the Civil 
Aviation Department indicated 
that the increase is attributed to 
some companies operating tran- 
sit flights this year. 

However, the number of 
additional arrivals and depar- 
tures totalled 3 14 — a decline by 
33 percent compared to May last 
year. Arrivals totalled 107,143 
registering an increase of 1 1 per 
cent compared to May 1989. 

Airfreight on the incoming 
sector registered an increase of 5 
per cent on a total of 4,137,897 
kilogrammes and outgoing air- 
freight recorded a 29 per cent 
increase over-May 1989. 

Speaking on the issue on dis- 
counted fares, Ibrahim AJ Ibra- 
him said that in the past he used 
togei a discount of seven percent 
on each ticket. However, presen- 
tly this discount has been can- 
celled — although ticket prices in 
Kuwait are the most expensive in 
the world. He called on airline 
companies in Kuwait to extend 
discounts. 


Habib designs electronic model

KUWAIT has joined the advan- 
ced world seeking to produce an 
intelligent computer in a research 
project that has already devised a 
model of a simple decision-mak- 
ing brain cell. 

Spearheading the effort is 
Kuwait University associate 
professor Dr Mahmoud Habib 
who aims to build “a small por- 
tion of the brain" for speech and 
image recognition. In this he is 
helped by Professor Robert 
Newcomb of Maryland Univer- 
sity, US. 

Habib has designed an elec- 
tronic model which can perform 
the same functions as the 
physical neuron or nerve cell in 
coljecting data and in the 
decision-making process. 

His model was accepted as a 
significant contribution by high- 
est authorities on the subject in 
the United States and his papers 
are being published in the Inter-

Dr Mahmoud now faces a task 
of building a network of neurons 
and defining links that will 
govern the relationship among 
them. In other words, says the 
scientist, like a child, the groups 
of cells will have to be named to 
perform certain functions. The 
biggest hurdle is the complexity 
ofthe neuron itself and how to 
devise an efficient mathematical 
model for the learning process, 
he explained. 

Scientists ail over the world 
have long been labouring over 
how to produce an intelligent 
machine that can perform func- 
tions so far the sole prerogative 
ofthe human brain. 

Several models of simple 
decision* making cells have 
evolved. Although computers 
-are much faster than people in 
doing mathematical calculations 
they are nowhere near the human 
brain when it comes to decision- 


making. 

The nerve cell designed by 
Habib can make a simple yes or 
no decision, it has three points 
for input and the information is 
passed through modules 10 the 
tiring mechanism which if trig- 
gered will give a positive or a 
negative answer. 

If the data received is insuf- 
ficient it will automatically send 
the information into a trash bin. 
Just how sophisticated the sys- 
tem is can be seen from features 
such as a mechanism designed to 
inhibit firing to prevent a damag- 
ing decision. 

Like a human body his model 
does not have unlimited 
capacity. It has the fatigue facLor 
built into the system and can per- 
form only if properly timed. 

To produce a truly intelligent 
computer, scientists would have 
to have an extremely elaborate 
network of neurons with each 
cell linked to a maximum of 200 
other cells, says Habib. 


The combination of simple 
decisions made by individual 
cells would grow in a pyramid- 
like manner to allow the machine 
to produce complex decisions. 

One remarkable advantage of 
such a "thinking" computer 
would be that its cells would 
never die. 

"Just imagine, you could 
always have people like Newton. 
Einstein and Galileo alive and 
thinking for you," enthused 
Habib. "Intelligent computers 
will immortalise information.” 

However, many scientific 
breakthroughs are still needed 
before the world comes any- 
where near producing a machine 
that can “think." Although 
several techniques for producing 
the same model exist on paper, or 
a disk, the engineering part is 
lagging behind. 

In the end whether a model is 
good or bad will be decided by 
the economics of a project. 

"The final decision will be 
made by the business sector and 
not the scientists," said Habib.

Diagnosis and treatment 

Develop clinical psychiatry 
services, says unit chief 


THE issue of psychiatry and psy- 
chological expertise in Kuwait 
has raised several conflicting 
reports from professionals in the 

Dr. Buthayna Ahmad Maqh- 
awi, head or the Psychological 
Service Unit at the Psychiatry 
Hospital said that private psy- 
chological guidance clinics and 
offices in Kuwait present profes- 
sional guidance to members of 
society who are in every sense 
health individuals, but incur 

E roblems in some areas of their 
ves. 

She said that such services con- 
tribute greatly in assisting 
individuals to avoid stress and 
tensions which could lead to 
complications of a broader psy- 
chological nature. 

Inexperience 

She said that those who work 
at these offices and clinics are 
specialists in psychology and 
lend to introduce guidance and 
practical suggestions through 
the use of psychological theories. 
However, she said that these 
services differ from services 
provided to patients at the Psy- 
chological Service Unit in the 
Psychiatry Hospital of the Min- 
istry of Public Health to place 
more emphasis on developing 
psychological services by organ- 
ising training courses for work- 
ersin thisfield at the unit and hire 
experienced personnel to 
upgrade the level of services. 

Regarding the difference bet- 
ween clinical psychology and 
psychological guidance, she 
indicated that clinical psy- 
chology is one of the branches of 
general psychology, which is ter- 
med as purely psychological in 
relation to diagnosis and treat- 
ment. 


Also commenting on the issue. 
Dr Issam Al Ansari, a consultant 
psychiatric said that the majority 
of these offices could not be con- 
sidered as private clinks, as these 
offices are not subjected to any 
■type of supervision, though they 
are licenced by the Ministry of 
Commerce. He opined that those 
who work in these offices are not 
experienced psychiatrists and 
lack the sophisticated training 
needed to provide their patients 
with adequate psychiatric treat- 
ment. 

Conversely speaking. Dr Mar- 
wan Al Murawa, consultant of 
psychological guidance and 
owner of a psychological consul- 
tation cen tre has strong reacti ons 
on the issue. He said that he is 
quite wflling to enter into an open 
debate to prove the science of 
psychological guidance and con- 
sultancy emerged long before 
psychiatry. 

He added that psychological 
guidance is a wide expression 
dealing with problems of 
behaviour modification and 
establishing personality in addi- 
tion to backing up the positive 
characteristics of patients. The 
importance of psychological 
guidance, he said emerges clearly 
in all sectors of life. 

Mutawa said that efforts are 
being exerted to implement a 
comprehensive psychological 
guidance programme for person- 
nel at Kuwait Airways Corpora- 
tion. The programme will be 
designed to assist in the selection 
process of qualified students for 
employment in commercial avia- 
tion. Further it will be ins- 
trumental in reorienting airline 
crew in the methodologies of 
dealing with any untoward 
incidents in mid air. The project 


also aims at addressing psy- 
chological problems crew mem- 
bers may suffer as a result of 
work pressure or being away 
from their families for extended 
periods of time. 

Specialisation 

Marwan said that this profes- 
sion has not been organised and 
called for the establishment of a 
specialised society for psy- 
chological specialists to be 
drawn-up along the lines as those 
in the United States of America. 
He indicated that the aim of 
establishing such societies is to 
monitor behavioural and 
occupational mentalities of 
patients and implementing 
professional ethics. 

On the other hand. Dr Issam 
Al Ansari said that many psy- 
chological illnesses are the result 
of not being able to cope up with 
the demands of society and 
family. These causes have to be 
probed by a doctor in psy- 
chology. 

He said that private clinics in 
Kuwait comply with the direct 
supervision of the Ministry of 
Public Health. He disclosed that 
only six per cen t of patients at the 
Psychiatric Diseases Hospital 
are treated with the electrical 
shock method and is only applied 
in extreme cases. 

Meanwhile, director of the 
Commercial Licences Depart- 
ment at the Ministry of Com- 
merce, Yaqoob Al NasraJIah 
said thatallapplicationsreceived 
by the department for opening a 
private psychiatric clinic are for- 
warded to the Ministry ofPuWic 
Health for approval. He com- 
mented that in many cases, auth- 
orities refuse to comment on 
these applications replying that 
such applications are not within 
their specialities. 


United GCC insurance law soon 


MANAMA, June 1 5, (Kuna): A GCC special com- 
mittee is currently working to issues a united law to 
organise the insurance industry in the six-member 
states of the council, press reports said here today. 

Bahraini Daily “ Akhbar Al Khaleej,” published 
here today, quoted Hassan Al Nisf, the Bahraini 
undersecretary for trade and agriculture as saying 
the committee iscon turning its mission at present to 
bring the law into presence for its great importance. 


He added that the committee was formed by the 
Higher council of the Gulf Co-operation Council, 
GCC, to prepare such a law. 

Nisf expressed belief that the new law would find 
appropriate conditions for local insurance compan- 
ies to branch into the Gulf region and the Middle 
East area. 

The GCC comprises Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
UAE, Bahrain, Qatar and the Sultanate of Oman.

Transplant 
patient up 
and about

MUBARAK Mohamed A! 
Ameeri. the 22-year-old who 
received a transplanted kidney 
and pancreas about a month ago, 
has never felt better. 

"I don't have any pain or side 
effects. I have stopped taking 
insulin. The only drugs I'm tak- 
ing now are the ones that prevent 
my body from rejecting the new 
organs.” said Ameeri in a press 
conference at Hamed Al Issa 
Kidney and Organ Transplant 
Centre where he was operated on 
by head of the centre Dr George 
A boun a. 

Ameeri left the hospital 20 
days ago and is back to work. 
“The operation is a complete 
success,” said Abouna- He added 
that Ameeri's kidney failure was 
a result of diabetes that hit him at 
the age of seven. "About 50 per 
cent of patients who suffer from 
diabetes in an early age end up 
with kidney failure, compared to 
about 20 per cent of those who 
get diabetes after 40 or 50 years of 
age.” 

Abouna thanked the press for 
contributing to the public aware- 
ness campaign that are making a 
tangible difference in the lives of 
those who need, ojrgan trans- 
plants. “After our international 
congress of the Middle East 
Society for Organ Transplanta- 
tion last March, we were able to 
procure, and for the first time, 
organs from 4 cadavers in 4 mon- 
ths.” 

"These efforts must continue 
because we have long waiting 
lists of patients who need organ 
transplants,” said the transplant 
expert adding that establishing 
an organ procurement organisa- 
tion and granting the centre a 
separate budget are two musts 
for achieving the centre's full 
potential.

Republics cautious 


Gorbachev plans 
for a new union 

MOSCOW, (Reuter): President Mikhail Gorbachev's plans for a new 
mi inn of sovereign states are stoking hardline fears of disintegration. 
Western diplomats had said. 

Gorbachev has sought to defuse tensions in the Soviet Union's 15 
republics with suggestions for a new “union treaty” that would allow 
republics far greater independence. Hie republics have reacted 
cautiously. 

But conservative communists are already sounding alarm over rising 
natio nalism from the rebel Baltic states in the north to the strife-tom 
southern republics of Armenia and Azerbaijan. 

"We are going through an extremely dangerous period now,” 
Politburo member Yegor Ligachev, Gorbachev's main conservative 
rival, told a meeting of agricultural officials this week. "Our party and 
our state are facing a great threat and our Soviet federation is being 
taken to pieces." 

Concession 

"If we continue to make one 
concession after another, we may 
lore everything.” 

Ligachev said he had sent 
memoranda to the ruling Polit- 
buro and planned to speak his 
mind at the crucial 28th Com- 
munist Party congress next 
month, a meeting which - many 
expect to end with a split in the 
party. 

The Georgian Communist 
Party has already said it may 
withdraw from the Soviet Party 
alter the congress, and others 
could follow. Russian radicals 
have also vowed to leave if con- 
servatives such as Ligachev hold 
sway. 

"There’s no doubt the 
approach of the party congress is 
fanning emotions and the 
nationalist issue is becoming one 
of the most sensitive,*' one Wes- 
tern diplomat said. 

"There is a growing feeling 
among the opponents of reform 
that too much is being given 
away too quickly," he added. 

“But however exciting Gorba- 
chev’s offer may not seem to the 
fringe republics, it is still very Gort>achev,_..suggestions 
vague.” 

Plan 

Gorbachev’s plan, presented to leaders of the republics on Tuesday, 
could yield full sovereignty in all areas, perhaps with the exception of 
defence, foreign affairs and areas of finance. These exceptions could 
hold the key. 

Gorbachev has spoken before of keeping a central state hank and 
financial institutions which would allow Moscow to retain strong 
control. 

“This would not mean disintegration of the Soviet Union,” Gorba- 
chev's spokesman Arkandy Maslennikov told reporters. He said the 
country’s move towards a market economy, approved by Parliament 
on Wednesday, would also reduce the powers of the central govern- 
ment. 

"From the legal point of view it would be a confederation with the 
degree of freedom based on what relations each republic established 
with central authority,” Maslennikov said. 

Lithuanian President Vytautas Lands bergies, whose republic 
unilaterally declared independence on March 11, appeared unimpres- 
sed by the proposals presented on Tuesday. 

“This is an internal matter for the Soviet Union,” he told Reuters, 
stressing Lithuania’s proclaimed independence. "So far, it's only 
conceptions, projects, only words.... if it takes shape, then it can be 
discussed." 

Dominant * 

The dominant Russian federation, led by rebel Boris Yeltsin, has 
already declared its claim tocomplete sovereignty over all the republic's 
resources. 

It also proposes selling those resources, at present fully under the 
centre's control, to outlying republics at world market prices — 
something that could deal a serious blow to the less developed econ- 
omics of the Central Asian republics. 

The three Baltic states are locked in battle with Moscow over their 
outright declaration of independence. 

Moldavia has formally recognised Lith uanian sovereignty and 
offered to send an ambassador, while Byelorussia and the Ukraine have 
vowed opposition to Gorbachev’s plans for steep food price rises. 

In Armenia.- Soviet authorities are clearly alarmed by the rapid 
growth of Armenian nationalist guerrilla groups. Hundreds have been 
killed in the Transcaucasia region since inter-ethnic fighting with 
Azeris broke out two years ago. 

But clashes last month between Armenian nationalists and the army 
reflected a clear change in mood in the republic. What had been an ethic 
conflict seems to be developing into a rebellion against Soviet rule.

Nuj oma anxious to wipe slate clean

WINDHOEK, (Renter): Sam Nujoma sits in the 
office where white South Africans used to plot his 
downfall and worries over the wounds their enmity 
inflicted on his inheritance — the world's newest 
nation, Namibia. 

As the President nears completion ofhis first three 
months in office next week, he is anxious to wipe the 
slate, vowing no recrimination against the former 
colonial masters of South West Africa, which 
became independent Namibia on March 21. 
J** a protracted war between his South West 
African Peoples Organisation (Swapo) guerrilla 
army and the white minority South African govern- 
ment which ruled here for 75 years landed the new 
government with a big social and economic bill. 

Struggle 

"The three decades of bitter struggle for national 
independence and 23 years of a bloody war have 
inflicted deep wounds in our society,” Nujoma said 
in an interview in the executive office from which 
South West Africa's rulers directed their military 
campaign against Swapo. 

"As a result of the war, our society has been torn 
asunder by che colonial system. In many respects 
these divisions have been truly tragic.” 

Nujoma said his government considered the heal- 
ing of the wounds of war as its top priority. The man 
white South and South West Africans once loved to 
hale preaches reconciliation and friendship for erst- 
while enemies. 

His term thus far as leader of newly independent 
Namibia, has taken aback adversaries by the 
appointment of non-political ministers to key 
cabinet costs. 


The Marxist rhetoric of revolution has been 
muted and pragmatism is the aameofthe new game. 

The government has negotiated with its rival, the 
Democratic Tumhalle Alliance (DTA), to produce 
one of the most democratic administrations in 
Africa, with an independent judiciary, guarantees 
for freedom of speech and press, a bill of human 
fights and legally enforceable obligations to uplift 
the disadvantaged black majority. 

The smiling, bearded President says the toughest 
legacy of first German then South African white 
colonial rule is a crisis of expectations by the black 
population. 

"Apartheid colonialism left gross socio-econ- 
omic disparities between urban centres and rural 
district, and between white and black areas within 
urban centres,’’ he said, 

“White domination has created deliberate mass 
unemployment which is severely afflicting the 
households of the black majority. To redress 
imbalances in the economy, my government was 
determined to allocate a significant part of its bud- 
get in the first three years to capital investment 
concentrating on job creation projects." 

Projects included agriculture, animal husbandry 
and development of fishing resources. 

When South Africa withdrew, Namibia lost sub- 
sidies of up to 450 million rand ($200 million) a year 
and the new government is budgeting a deficit of the 
same amount in its first year of independence while 
appealing to the worid community for help. 

It wiU hold an international aid donors con- 
ference in New York next month under UN ausp- 
ices.

SrR: "Are men bound to light? Is man a mean 
animal who must vent innate aggressive drives by 
committing hostile acts? If so, this could go a long 
way toward explaining conflicts among 
humans,” writes Dr Nye of State University of 
New York at New Paltz. Dr Nye continues: 
“There is no denying that man engages in a great 
amount of aggressive behaviour." 

The question “Why is he aggressive?” cannot 
be answered easily, arm the explanations given by 
researches vary. Some emphasise that aggres- 
sion is an inherent, natural human tendency; 
others stress environmental causes such as com- 
petitive economic and status systems, overcrow- 
ding and societal values of masculinity and 
bravery which either "teach” man to be aggres- 
sive or frustrate him to the point where he reacts 
in a destructive way; still others m ai n tai n that 
there is a complex interplay between neuro- 
physiological and environmental factors which 
produces aggressive feelings and behaviours. 

Theelements of disaster in a nation’sdvil strife 
emerge out of a structure of cause-effect inter- 
relationships and the forces that instigate 
violence are mostly rooted in the frustration — 
aggression hypothesis. Hence, political violence 
can be corrected by a broad-based application of 
appropriate political mana gemen t skills that 
address and strike at the causes of the conflict 
rather than manipulate the soda! communica- 
tions and the symptomatic projections directed 
outwards.

_The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation has been pressing 
for a mandate that would focus 
exclusively on two main elements 

protection of the Palestinians 
and promoting the peace process 
within the parametres of UN 
resolutions. 

By contrast, Israel wants the 
mission to be a very general 
nature, without any specific 
mandate. 

Nonetheless, the Arab group, 
meeting under this month's 
chairmanship of Tunisia, 
decided to back the secretary- 
general's mission, whatever its 
mandate:

Political analysts said the 
rounding up of a group of 
liberals this week was bound to 
set back President Ali Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjanfs efforts to 
woo middle class technocrats for 
the vital task of rebuilding its 
economy.

Bazargan, 84. said in a 
statement available in Europe 
today that 10 of his associates — 
including his son and son-in-law 
— were arrested on Tuesday 
night. 

Exiled former president Abol- 
hassan Bani-Sadr told Reuters 
from Paris that ‘this is especially 
harmful for Rafsanjani, because 
it shows the world that even writ- 
ing a letter for him is punished by 





jail.’ 

He said the harsh reaction was 
prompted by fears that the liberal 
protests could combine with 
widespread economic discontent 
into a serious threat to the 
Islamic government. 

Another Iranian analyst com- 
mented: “The problem is that ‘ 
Rafsanjani says he wants busin- 
essmen and educated Iranians to 
play a bigger part in rebuilding 
their country, but he does not 
want to give a political voice to 
even the tamest of critics.” 

The crackdown was the most 
serious attack on the circle of 
liberals around Bazargan, who 
played an important-role-in pa? r- 
ting up the lsl aim&repubiicup 
1979^ but soon felrtirf'wltfiW 
fundamentalist leaders. 

Bazargan, a Muslim national- 
ist, heads the Freedom 
Movement Party — the only 
‘loyal opposition* the ruling 
dearies have allowed to continue 
a semi-legal existence.

Vatican envoy

BEIRUT, June 15, (Reuter): The 
Vatican envoy in Lebanon met four 
Muslim leaders, including the 
spiritual guide of the pro-Iranian 
Hezbollah, yesterday to promote an 
initiative to resolve the Lebanese 
crisis. 

Political sources said Papal Nun- 
do Monsignor Pablo Puente crossed 
the capital's demarcation line into 
Muslim west Beirut and held a rare 
meeting with Hezbollah's Sheikh 
Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah. 

Puente also held separate talks 
with Sheikh Mohammed Mahdi 
Shamseddinc, head of the higher 
Shfite Muslim council, the Sunni 
Muslim Mufti Mohammed Rashid 
Rabbani and Dr me warlord Walid 
JumblatL 

The sources said the envoy discus- 
sed with the leaders his proposed 
plan to end four months of imer-Chr- 
i5i i an war for control of east Beirut 
through finding a comprehensive 
solution to the country's 15 years of 
civil war. 


EEC raps Israel for rights violations 


STRASBOURG. France, June 
15, (Reuter): The European 
Parliament on Thursday con- 
demned Israel for what it called 
bloody repression, and called for 
an international inquiry into 
human rights violations in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

"The parliament condemns 
the government of the state of 
Israel for its blood repression of 
Palestinian civilians and its 
repeated violations of human 
righ ts in Israel and the occupied 
territories." it said in a resolu- 
tion. 

"It supports the proposal to 
send an international commis- 
sion to the occupied territories to 
conduct an on-the-spot inquiry 
into human rights violations.” 
the resolution said. 

The parliament called on 
European Economic Commun- 
ity ministers for measures to put 
pressure on Israel to respect the 
rights of Palestinians, but did not 
say what these should be.” 

It also demanded Israel stop 
the inmrigration of settlers to the 
occupied territories. 

A UN relief oiganisalion yes- 
terday denounced the l ear-gass- 
ing of dozens of Palestinian 
babies by an Israeli soldier in a 
Gaza dinic, saying the attack 
reflected an inappropriate use of 


Force against Arab civilians. 

The incident cook place on 
Tuesday when an Israeli reserve 
officer fired tear-gas canisters 
inside a packed UN Relief and 
Works Agency iDnrwa) clinic 
wounding at Least 66 babies. 

“Unrwa is strongly protesting 
this latest incident which 
involved an inappropriate use of 
force against the Palestinian 
civilian population in the 
occupied Gaza Strip.” the 
agency said in a statement from 
ils Vienna headquarters. 

Unrwa said about 160 babies 
were affected by the gas. 

The Israeli newspaper Haaretz 
reported on Thursday that the 
sentence was commuted by a sus- 
pended term, but an army spok- 
esman denied the report saying 
“there is no change in the sen- 
tence.” 

An Israeli human rights group 
said on Wednesday witnesses 
had told it that Israeli troops shot 
Arabs in the head or neck at close 
range during a wave of violence 
in the occupied territories last 
month. 

The Arab states had asked the 
secretary- general and the 
Security Council president to 
issue statements on this week's 
Israeli poison gas attack against 
Ai Shall camp in Gaza.

Fundamentalists score 
big in Algerian cities 

FLN gathers 31 .64 per cent vote: FIS celebrates victory 


ALGIERS, June 15, (Agencies): Muslim fundamentalists swept 
Algeria's biggest cities in Tuesday's first free elections and dominated 
the most densely populated agricultural regions of the north. Interior 
Ministry figures issued today showed. 

But the ruling National Liberation Front (FLN), which had ruled 
unchallenged for 28 years, retained vast expanses of Sahara desen and a 
pocket in the east that is home to much of the country's elite.

PARIS. June 15. (Reuter): A 
French Minister for women's 
rights said yesterday that 
Muslim fundamentalists sent 
shivers down her spine and she 
feared the Islamic triumph in 
Algeria's elections this week 
could be bad news for women. 

“Women run the risk of bear- 
ing the full brunt of the Islamic 
victory," said Michele Andre in 
comments that diverged sharply 
from the measured French 
government reaction to the sur- 
prise result of Tuesday's local 
elections. 

“Statements by Islamic fun- 
damentalists in Algeria and 
France are unambiguous and 
really send shivers down toe 
spine," Andre, junior minister 
for women's rights, said. 

“Both as a woman and as a 
member of the government 1 
want to make clear that no cul- 
ture, no philosophy and no 
religion can justify the oppres- 
sion of women,” she said in a 
statement. 

Andre's reference to fun- 
damentalists in France reflected 
fears that a radical brand of 
Islam could spread to toe coun- 
try’s large Muslim community, 
which includes up to one million 
Afghans. 

Algerian women's groups 
have denounced toe FIS as a 
reactionary movement bent on 
depriving Muslim women of 
their hard-won rights. 

President Francois Mit- 
terrand said on Wednesday that 
France hoped to continue its 
close co-operation with Algeria. 

Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas was similarly diplomatic 
in his reaction and rapped Sports 
Minister Roger Bambuck for 
over-stepping his brief by expres- 
sing sadness at the result. 

Dumas, seeking to calm 
worries, said toe Islamic fun- 
damentalist breakthrough 
should not cause excessive fear of 
the Arab world.

Bearded young activists of toe Islamic Salvation Front fetched 
municipal trucks and shovels and began removing trash from the 
teeming Bab El-Oued neighbourhood, one of their bastions. 

The FIS won control on Tuesday of more than half of Algeria’s 
municipalities including those making up metropolitan Algiers — a 
stunning defeat of the National Liberation Front (FLN) that has ruled 
unchallenged for 27 years. 

A stri ke of garbage collectors began in toe historic Casbah district on 
Sunday and spread to other areas of the capital. They are protesting the 
allocation by municipal authorities of 20 homes they say had been 
reserved for them.

said an Iranian man. 

“If you go out, if you drive anywhere 
without the hejab (Islamic covering), 
toe patrols can stop you at any time," 
said one woman, referring to toe 
vigilante squads who enforce toe dress 
code. 

A first offence usually results in a 
warning, a second can carry a short 
prison sentence. 

Iranians say that during the past year 
the controls on dress had been 
gradually relaxed. “It was getting very 
relaxed indeed," said one man who 
supports the government's policy. 

But this summer, authorities began" 
to tighten up again. 

The current, crackdown, which 


began a month ago, was stricter than 
usual to mark toe first annual memorial 
for toe late Iranian spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini on June 4. 

Asked why toe hejab was important. 
Interior Minister Abdollah Nouri said 
toe government had a duty to protect 
Islamic values. 

“We have never forced toe hejab on 
women in this country, although in 
dealing with lewd conduct it has 
sometimes reached a point where it has 
had to be punished,” he told a news 
conference in Tehran earlier this 
month. 

"The issue ... is not whether there 
should be a code, but how much of the 
body should be covered. 

“Islam says the hejab should cover 


those parts of a woman which are 
attractive to men, save for the face and 
hands. How women do this, or what 
colour it is, is irrelevant.'' be said. 

In practice, application of the rule 
tends to depend on who is applying it, 
and who it is being applied to. 

The patrols might object to an Iran- 
ian woman who wears a covering even a 
little back on her head, exposing the 
hair. But they would avoid annoying 
women from minority groups, such as 
the northern nomads, who wear some 
traditional dress which does not fit such 
high standards. 

But generally speaking, women must 
cover their skin and hair if they do not 
want to attract attention. 


Hundreds of young supporters of the Islamic Salvation Front (FIS) 
celebrated into the early morning hours after final results were announ- 
ced on radio and television. 

Interior Minister Mohammed Salah Mohammedi told a news con- 
ference toe fundamentalists had obtained 55 per cent of toe municipal 
vote to toe governing National Liberation Front's 31.64 per cent. A 

third party, the Rally for Culture 
and Democracy, received 5.65 
per cent of the vote. 

The government said the 
Muslim fundamentalists won 32 
provincial departments, or 
Wilayas, to 14 for the ruling 
National Liberation Front. The 
rally for constitutional 
democracy and independents 
each won one department 
The official results gave the- 
fundamentalists an even- larger 
victory than bad been predicted 
by early returns Wednesday, 
which showed toe Islamic Salva- 
tion Front winning in 25 provin- 
cial departments instead of 32. 

Parades of honking cars 
draped in Algerian flags and FIS 
election banners drove through 
toe teeming neighbourhoods of 
Bab El-Oued and Belcourt, fun- 
damentalist bastions. 

Youths gathered in groups on 
street corners to discuss the 
results. “With soul and blood we 
will defend you, Islam” chanted 
young men cruising toe streets in 
flatbed trucks, some waving 
copies of toe Holy Quran. 

Carrying banners reading 
“God is great” and “Islamic 
Republic,” hundreds of fun- 
damentalists paraded and chan- 
ted slogans throughout the 
capital in all-night celebrations 
yesterday. 

Some cried, “toe army and 
people are with you, Madani,” 
referring to Sheikh Abassi 
Madani, leader of toe Islamic 
Salvation FronL 
The FIS captured all 33 of toe 
municipalities making up 
metropolitan Algiers and all 12 
m the capital of toe east, Con- 
stantine. 

Only two of 26 municipalities 
in greater Oran in the west 
escaped the FIS and they went to 
independents and the small party 
of Algerian renewal. 

The while the FIS capitalised 
on discontent in toe west and 
centre of toe country, toe FLN 
kept toe loyally of desert tribes, 
winning toe thinly populated 
bedouin provinces of the 
Saharan south including Adrar. 

It also kept Ghardaia 
province, dominated by toe min- 
ority M’zabite sect, and Batna, 
Tebessa and Souk Ahras in the 
east, native to many top army 
generals and FLN party bosses. 

Rally for Culture and 
Democracy, a centre-left party 
run by ethnic Berbers, won the 
Berber-speaking province of Tizi 
Ouzou and 87 municipalities 
mostly in mountainous Kabylie. 

Independents, who ran in 
nearly every district, took one 
province — Tindouf in toe south- 
west — and 106 town councils. 

The Social Democratic Party 
and National Party for 
Solidarity and Development 
each won two town councils in 
toe east. 

Former Algerian president, 
Ahmed Ben Bella, living in exile 
in Switzerland, described toe 
results of toe elections in Algeria 
as “an undeniablestep forward.” 
in an interview appearing in 
*Le Figaro' daily newspaper, he 
said he was “happy” and "com- 
forted” at what has just hap- 
pened in his country, something 
that might make him return to 
Algeria sooner than expected. 


“Even some of the street patrols who 
apply the Islamic codes know force is a 
bad answer," said the government sup- 
porter. 

“One street committee member told 
me that he did not like doing it, but 
asked what other answer was there,” he 
said. 

Most Arab Islamic countries apply 
some kind of dress code. Saudi Arabia 
is very strict in this respect and there loo 
religious police enforce the rule. 

The hejab is formal dress in Iran and 
is the mark of a mature woman. 

'In Iranian schools, girls from the age 
of about nine are also required to wear 
toe hejab but, because of the tradition, 
younger girls sometimes ask to wear it. 


Turkey 
move 
to ban 
UCP 


ANKARA, June 15, (Agencies): 
Turkey’s chief prosecutor yester- 
day moved to ban the country’s 
first openly (Co mmunis t party, 
formally launched on June 4, the 
semi-official Anatolian news 
agency said. 

Prosecutor Halok Yardimd 
asked the constitutional court to 
order the dosnre of the United 
Communist Party of Turkey 
(TBKP), whose founders returned 
from exile two years ago and were 
released from prison last month. 

YardSmci claimed the party 
programme infringed several con- 
stitutional clauses and parts of the 
political parties law, in his written 
appeal to the court whose rtriiiq> is 
final. 

The formation of the TBKP 
was widely seen as testing the 
political climate after the govern- 
ment had said it would dilute 
Turkey’s 1936 laws which ban 
commimism. 

“We ha ve not formally received 
the prosecutor's appeaL We shall 
have to see what the banning 
request is based on,” TBKP 
official Atilla Tanilkan told 
Renters. Legal sources said the 
TBKP could operate freely until 
the constitutional court ruling. 

TBKP chairman Nihat Sargin 
and secretary-general Haydar 
Kutlu were freed pending a verdict 
by the Ankara state security 
court. They were arrested in 
November 1987 on their voluntary 
return from a seven-year self-exile 
in Europe following a 1980 
military coup in Turkey. 

■ Three Turkish soldiers and two 
Kurdish rebels have been killed in 
a dash in southeastern Turkey, 
official sources said yesterday. 

The battle broke out on Tues- 
day night while troops were hunt- 
ing for guerrillas near the village 
of Cevrimli. Ankara blames the 
Marxist Kurdish Workers’ Party 
(PKK) for the killing of 27 
civilians in an attack on the set- 
tlement last Sunday. 

■ Kurdish rebels seeking auton- 
omy from Tehran said yesterday 
they shot down a helicopter and 
billed 50 soldiers in battles in nor- 
thwest Iran last week. 

■ Syrian Foreign Minister 
Farouq AI Shara and Tur kish 
Foreign Minister Ali Bozer 
opened talks on strained ties yes- 
terday but both win have different 
priorities, a Foreign Ministry 
sources said. 

Ankara, troubled by rising 
rebel Kurdish activity, has said it 
would not negotiate a dispute over 
river waters but would stress bor- 
der security in the three-day talks. 

■ A foundation has been set up in 
male-dominated Turkey to help 
bartend wives, the official gazette 
reported today. 

Itsaid tbe “purple roof women’s 
shelter foundation" in Ankara 
was started by a group incloding 
women professionals, students 
and housewives but gave no other 
details. 

Women's rights groups are rare 
in Turkey and have to combat 
ambivalent attitudes even among 
women.

Bid to halt oil price swings 

Long-term pact 
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NICOSIA, June 15, (Renter): 
Saudi Arabia's King Fahd has 
said serionsJy-divided Opec 
should work for a long-tenn pact 
to hall damaging oil price swings. 

The call by the world’s biggest 
exporter came as some 
states prepared for tough 
next week that could lead them to 
offer new price discounts in a bid 
to keep their share of a glutted 
market 

“All (members) should realise 
that the time is now ripe to reach 
a long-term agreement that, 
would ensure the highest degree 
of stability and serve the world 
economy instead of subjecting it 
to shocks,” Fahd told the Saudi 
newspaper Okaz in an interview 
published yesterday. 

He said Saudi Arabia was 
keeping its promise lo limit, out- 
put as part of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries' 
May 3 agreement to cut overall 
production by six per cent to 
prop up prices that have fallen by 
around 30 per cent this year. 

He urged the other 12 mem- 
bers of the oil organisation to 
“abide by what has been decided 
lo avoid any possible negative 
results.” 

Saudi Arabia earlier this 
month offered discounts of up to 
70 US cents per barrel for July 
cargoes. 

Traders and oil analysts said 
the move increased pressure on 
others, who produce similar 
crudes to Saudi medium grade, 
to give the same terms in negotia- 
tions with Japanese customers 
scheduled to start next week. 

In 'the interview, the Saudi 
monarch was conciliatory 
towards Iran saying he wanted to

million, it has repeatedly denied 
its discounts were designed to 
increase its sales volume. 

It has said the pricing was a 
move merely to maintain its 
share in the market. 

But Gulf sources with 
knowledge of Saudi thinking 
said the Saudis were irritated by 
the fact that revenue they lost by 
cutting volume was not being 
made op by enhanced prices. 

United Arab Emirates Oil 
Minister Mana Said A1 Oleiha 
has renewed a pledge to cut out- 
put by 200,000 bpd to 1.9 million 
amid reports that the UAE had

King Fahd said: “In the tight 
of theinformation available to us 
until now, 1 expect that a new 
spirit (of co-operation) would 
prevail at the next meeting” in 
Geneva on July 25.

Dhaka tries to eliminate dependence on aid 

New taxes proposed 


DHAKA, June 1 5, (Reuter): ThcBangladesh gover- 
nment today defended heavy tax proposals in its 
new national budget, saying they were aimed at 
reducing the South Asian nation's chronic depen- 
dence on-foreign aid. - ■ 

Major opposition parties called for a country- ... 
wide stnke oo Sunday, condemning what they railed^ 
“the killer budget that would annihilate the poor.’" 

Finance Minister Mohammad Abdul Munim 
yesterday proposed new taxes totalling $171.5 
million when hie announced in parliament the bud- 
get for fiscal year 1990-91, beginning on July 1. 

“It is a modest attempt to gradually eliminate o in- 
dependence on foreign aid and to move towards a 
strong and self-reliant economy,” be told a news 
conference today. 

Munim imposed or increased taxes on a large 
number of consumer and luxury goods such as 
imported air-conditioners, televisions, motor cars, 
salt, sugar, natural gas, edible oil, high-octane petrol 
and cigarette tighten. 

He said the new taxes would produce money to 
create a counterpart fund for the foreign-aided 
development projects in Bangladesh. 

Bangladesh is one of the world's poorest nations. 


with an annual per capita income of $170. More 
than 90 per cent of the costs for its development 
programmes are financed by foreign donors. 

Foreign donors warned at a meeting in Pans last 
April tKataid to Bangladesh might becutifitdid not 
i TgepefatC7<?as4 to , match foreign contributions to 
development projects. 

“The budget reflects a complete surrender to 
foreign donors,” said Sheikh Hastna, chief of the 
opposition Awami League. 

“But this wfl] exterminate the broad masses who 
are already reeling under heavy inflation,” she said. 

Munim denied the budget would badly hit the 
poor. 

He said the country's affluent people null pay at 
least $145 million, or 82.5 per cent, of the new taxes. 

Only $26 million of the new tax, or 15.8 per cent, 
would be levied on the people living in rural areas, he 
said, adding that Iras than two per cent might hit the 
poor. 

He said the budget would help the country 
increase agricultural output and industrial produc- 
tion. stimulate the rural economy and combat 
illiteracy. 


Norwegian oil 
output down 

OSLO, June 15, (Reuter): Norway, 
Western Europe’s biggest oil 
producer after Britain, is unlikely to 
meet official production targets in 
the first half of 1990 despite record 
May flows. 

A Reuter survey of oil companies 
on Wednesday showed non-Opec 
member Norway produced an 
average 1.64 million barrels per day 
(bpd) in the first five monlhs-of the 
year against the centre-right govern- 
ment's target of 1.7 million bpd. 

In order to reach this estimate for 
the half year, Norway would have to 
pump two million bpd in June — 
unlikely after a record 1.69 million 
bpd in May and since at least one 
major Nonh Sea field will be closed 
20 days in June for maintenance. 

The Oil Ministry said the lower 
production was due to sand and well 
problems on Lbe GuJJfaks field, 
which made it impossible for state oil 
finn Statoil to fill its quota. 

The government has ordered oil 
companies here to pump at five per 
cent below capacity to help the 
Organisation oi Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries (Opec) boost world oil 
prices — keeping some 90,000 bpd 
off world markets.

British

LONDON, June 15, (Reuter): 
Britain's annual inflation rate 
rose to an eight-year high of 9.7 
per cent in May, and was worse 
than financial markets has 
expected, official figures showed 
today. 

Share prices and the pound 
sterling dipped briefly after the 
news before steadying around 
earlier levels. 

Economists, who bad forecast - 
a rise to 9.6 per cent from April 
9.4 per cent, said the increase 
damped market hopes that ster- 
ling would soon be taken into the 
nine-nation exchange rate 
mechanism (ERM) of the 
European Monetary System. 

“We think September mem- 
bership of die ERM is off','* said 
analyst Mark Brett of stock- 
brokers Barclaysde Zoete Wedd. 

TTie retail price index, Britain's 
main measure of inflation, is at 
its highest since March 1982, 
when it stook at 10.4 per cent, 
and many economists believe the 
figure will soon be in double 
figures again. 

“The figures are suggesting 
there's a prospect of 10 per cent 
inflation in August.” said Bill 
Smith, also with Barclays de 
Zoete Wedd. 

The rate of inflation exclusing 
the cost of home loans and the 
poll tax — a new levy to fund 
local government — rose to an 
annual seven per cent in May 
from 6.5 per cent in April. 

The government says this 
lower figure represents underly- 
ing inflation and is a better com- 
parison with the rest of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity.

WASHINGTON, June 15, (UPI): The 
World Bank Wednesday said India has 
joined the nations enjoying rapid econ- 
omic growth but still needs S6.7 billion 
in aid over the next 1 2 months, includ- 
ing S3.4 billion in concessional funds. 

Separately, sources from the Bush 
administration said that US Trade 
Representative Carla Hills announced 
yesterday, she will not use the so-called 
Super 301 provision of the trade act to 
retaliate against India's policies limit- 
ing foreign investments and foreign 


insurance companies* activities. 

Instead, Hills will refer US commer- 
cial and investment gripes with India to 
th Uruguay round of trade liberalisa- 
tion negotiations under the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the 
Geneva-based group that seeks to lift 
global barriers to exports. 

The World Bank will host a meeting 
of donor nations forming the India 
consortium June IB-19 in Paris to dis- 
cuss the economic situation of the 
Asian giant and its external financing 


needs. 

According to the multilateral organ- 
isation, India will need over the next 12 
months the same amount of aid pledges 
as it did last year — $6.7 billion — of 
which $3.4 billion were in concessional 
financing. World Bank Vice President 
Attfla Karaosmanoglu told reporters. 

Presenting the results of a World 
Bank report on India, he said that the 
country "joined the nations with higher 
growth paths.”

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, 
June 1 5, (AP): Iran agreed today 
to pay the American oil company 
Amoco $600 million for opera- 
tions expropriated during the 
1979 Islamic revolution, an Iran- 
United States claims tribunal 
official said. 

It was the first major set- 
tlement of more than $1.8 billion 
worth of US corporate oil claims 
filed against Iran at the tribunal, 
which has been arbitrating finan- 
cial claims by the two nations 
since 1981. 

Settlement of the oil claims 
would be a major step toward re- 
establishment of oil trading ties 
between Iran and the United 
States, which imposed an 
embargo on all Iranian goods 
after the 1979 ouster of Shah 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi. 

Oil accounts for 90 percent of 
Iran's foreign exchange earn- 
ings. The absence of the 
American market has been a 
major financial blow to a nation 
whose economy was ravaged by 
the eight-year Gulf war against 
Iraq. 

At issue in today's settlement 
were claims by two Amoco sub- 


sidiaries against the National 
Iranian Oil Company (NIOC), 
according to the official, who 
spoke in exchange for anon- 
ymity, in line with tribunal 
policy. 

The Amoco Iran Oil Company 
filed the largest of the twp claims, 
worth $540 million, for the- 
expropxiation by Iran of four off- 
shore drilling fields in the Gulf, 
known as Nowruz, Ardeshir, 
Cyrus and Darius, the official 
said. 

The Darius field includes 
Kharg island, the shipping point 

for most I ranian oiL 

The second claim, totaling 560 
million, was filed by Amoco 
International Finance Co rp. and 
related to Iran's expropriation of 
a petrochemical plant on Kharg, 
the official said. 

The Amoco package as a 
whole “was one of the most 
strongly contested claims ... it 
removes a lot of work from the 
tribunal,” the official told the 
Associated Press. 

Today's settlement leaves pen- 
ding more than $1.2 billion 
worth of claims from oil com- 
panies which did business in pre- 


revolutionary Iran, according to 
the official. 

It followed last month's set- 
tlement of about 3,000 financial 
claims totalling $105 milli on, 
known as the “small claims” 
package. 

The small claims package was 
signed shortly after the release of 
American hostages Frank Reed 
and Robert Polhill by pro- 
American kidnappers in Beirut 

Bat both American and Iran- 
ian officials have stressed their 
talks dealt only with financial 
arbitration and did not involve 
on the fate of the six American 
hostages still being held in 
Lebanon. 

Since its 1981 inception, 
Washington and Tehran have 
both taken pains to dissociate the 
tribunal’s arbitration and set- 
tlement activities from the hos- 
tage issue. 

The biggest item still on the 
tribunal's agenda is an Iranian 
claim of Up tO $11 billion fOT 
military equipment ordered by 
the Shah’s government but never 
delivered because of the US 
embargo imposed on the govern-

US trade deficit drops 


WASHINGTON. June 15, (Agencies): The US 
trade deficit dropped 17 per cent during April to 
$6.94 billion from $8.36 bOSon in March with falls 
in both imports and exports, the Commerce Depar- 
tment said today. 

The decrease m the deficit was more than expec- 
ted with the nation's total import bill down by 62 
per cent in April to $39.25 billion from $41.86 
billion in March. 

Total exports dropped 3.5 per cent to $32.31 
billion from $33.49 biOion in March. 

In another key economic indicator released 
today, the consumer price index rose 0.2 per cent in 
May as inflation continued to show a moderating 
trend from sharp increases earlier this year, the 
Labour Department announced. 

The modest gain last month followed an identical 
mild 0.2 per cent increase in April of the closely 
watched index that tracks prices at the retail level. 

Both the trade and consumer price figures were 
better than most economists had forecast. 

The good news was expected by most econ- 
omists. who said prices are recovering from a cold 
weather jolt at the beginning of the year. 

The price of fruit and vegetables fell 2.4 per cent. 


the third substantial drop in a row. Vegetables 
soared 29.2 per cent in die first two months of the 
year before falling 23.6 per cent m the next three 
months. - 

Food overall in May rose just 0. 1 per cent after 
edging down 0.2 per cent in April.

Apparel prices, which had been up sharply earlier 
in the year because of warm February got spring 
saiesoff to an early start, fcUOJ per centlast month.

Bonn urged to tighten export controls 


BONN, June 15, (AP): The United States has asked 
the West German government to complete work 
quickly on measures to tighten control over exports 
of sensitive equipment, an official said yesterday. 

US ambassador Vernon Walters sent alerter June 
8 to West German Finance Minister Helmut Hauss- 
mann asking that the proposed new laws,spurrcd by 
a scandal over a purported Libyan chemical 
weapons plant, be passed before the summer 
parliamentary recess begins in late June, said Lutz 
Stavenhagen, a top aide to Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl. 

The West German government began working on 
the measures last year amid allegations that a West 
German company helped outfit a plant in Rabta, 
Libya, that allegedly made poison gas. 

In Mannheim on Wednesday, a defendant in the 
trial that arose from that scandal, Juergen Hippen- 
stiel-lmhausen. admitted that the company sup- 


plied equipment to the plant Hippenstiel is charged 
with violating West Germany’s existing export laws. 

Stavenhagen appealed to parliament to approve 
the proposed measures, despite calls by the opposi- 
tion for even tighter restrictions. 

The measures would stiffen sentences for viola- 
tions, broaden the list of materials for which ship- 
pers must obtain government approval, and reduce 
the number of countries that could receive sensitive 
exports without approval 

The co-ordinating committee on multilateral 
export controls, known as Cocom, agreed in Paris 
last week to ease restrictions on what goods can be 

exported from Western Europe countries to Eastern 

Europe and the Soviet Union. 

But Stavenhagen said Washington's support for 
easing the Cocom restrictions was linked to West 
Germany’s proposed new export laws.

World Bank loan to China 

WASHINGTON. June 15, (AP): The World Bank approved a $150 
million loan to China on Thursday to improve {arm production for. 
540,000 families of Hebei province in the northeast of the country. 

Leandro V. Corond, a bank spokesman, said the vote was unanimous 
in the 22-member board of directors. 

The bank's charter requires it to make loans only on economic 
grounds, regardless of pohtical events. 

However, a few days after Chinese tanks put down the movement for 
more democracy last June, bank president Barber Couabte withheld 
$780 million worth of loans for Chma from consideration by the board. 
They would have brought China's borrowing to more than $2 brffion for 
the bank's fiscal year 1989, which ended last June 30. 

Thursday's loan brought to S590 million its tending to China for the 
bank’s current year. The loan is for 35 years. During the first 10, only 
interest need be paid, at a razeofkss than l percent annually. Otherloans 
may come before the year ends two weeks from now. 

The World Bank usually makes a series ofloans in the iast/ewwedcs of 
the fiscal year, for an overall total that in 1989 readied more than $21 
billion — the biggest source of aid to the Third World. 

US President George Bush has said be favours loans to China only fpr 
basic human needs. On^ Wednesday, akeysubcommitteein the US House 
of Representatives voted to withhold US contributions to the bank if it 
makes any other kind of loan to China.

Opening lead: Ten of 
When your opponents reach a no 
trump contract after partner has bid 
a suit, it is usually correct to lead his 
suit. If it turns out that some other 
lead would have beaten the hand, so 
be it. However, if you don’t lead his 
suit and allow the opponents to 
make an otherwise impossible con- 
tract, you have committed a griev- 
ous error and shattered partnership 
confidence. 

That is all well and good, but 


“usually” is not synonymous with 
“always.” When this hand was 
played’ in the Life Masters Pairs 
Championship some years ago, 
most North-South pairs opted to 
play in three no trump rather than 
five clubs, which would have had no 
play against accurate defense. Most 
Wests led a spade and declarer rat- 
tled off nine fast tricks with the help 
of the diamond finesse. 

W'hen Hugh Ross and Erik Paul- 
sen sat East- West, Paulsen decided 
he did not want to give declarer a 
free spade trick. Since East had 
made a weak jump overcall on what 
had to be a ratty suit, West decided 
that his partner, in all likelihood, 
had a trick in one of the side suits. 
So Paulsen hit upon the ten of 
hearts as his opening lead and struck 
gold. 

Ross won the first trick with the 
ace and had no problem finding the 
killing shift. Back came the queen of 
spades, pinning dummy’s jack! De- 
clarer could do no belter than cover 
with the king and hope; then watch 
helplessly while the defenders rat- 
tled off seven spade tricks io rack up 
a four-trick set. 

Not surprisingly, Easi-West 
earned a top score on the board. 
North-South failed to qualify for 
the next stage.

Funds, scientists and more effort needed to

BOSTON: (CSM): When the Du Pont 
Company announced it was shutting 
down its plants that make ozone-des- 
troying chioroflurocarbons (CFCs). 
countries around the world started 
calling, asking to buy them. 

“Since we announced this total 
phase out of CFCs, we have had num- 
ber of inquiries from developing coun- 
tries that account for 60 to 70 per cent 
of the world's population to buy our 
plants or to buy CFC technology." 
says Leo E. Manzer, a research man- 
ager at Du PonL, the world's largest 
producer of CFCs. Du Pont refused to 
sell the plants, giving as its reason that 
CFCs made in developing countries 
are as bad for the Earth's ozone shield 
as CFCs made in the United States. 

The Du Pont action followed an 
international agreement three years 
ago, when 23 industrialised countries 
gathered in Montreal and promised to 
cut their production of CFCs by the 
year 1999. “Five (CFC) plants have 
started up since the treaty was signed in 
1987,” says Dr Manzer. 

In his laboratory at the University of 
California at Irvine, F. Sherwood 
Rowland, an atmospheric chemist, 
analyses samples of air from all over 
the world. He has found industrial 
chemicals like CFC-1 13, used almost 
exclusively in the electronics industry, 
in places as remote as Barrow, Alaska. 


“There is no place in the world that 
people live that is free of this pollu- 
tion," says Dr Rowland. 

Unlike smog or radiation, CFCs do 
not pose a direct threat to human 
health. The chemicals, which are used 


as propellents in aerosol-spray cans, to 
blow foam, and in refrigerators, even- 


blow foam, and in refrigerators, even- 
tually escape into the atmosphere 
where they contribute to global warm- 
ing and break down the ozone layer 
that shields the surface of the Earth 
from the sun’s deadly ultraviolet 
radiation. “When they stop becoming 
a greenhouse problem, they start 
becoming an ozone problem," says 
Donald Blake, a postdoctoral research 
assistant in Rowland's laboratory. 

Sixteen years ago. Rowland and 
Mario Molina published an article in 
the journal Nature, hypothesising that 
CFCs mighL damage ozone in the 
upper atmosphere. Although 
Rowland and Dr Molina lacked proof 
of actual ozone destruction, their 
argument was convincing enough that 
the United Stales, Canada. Sweden, 
and Norway banned the use of CFCs 
in most aerosol-spray cans. 

In 1 985. Dr John Farman, a scientist 
with the British Survey, published a 
paper in Nature that said the ozone 
over the Halley Bay Station had been 
deereasingsince 1 957. Two years later, 
experiments aboard a modified U-2 
spy plane flying over the Antarctic 
confirmed the so-called ozone hole 


and proved that chlorine released by 
CFCs was the culprit. 

Companies like Du Pont are now 
hurriedly searching for ways of mak- 
ing CFC alternatives. But with 5135 
billion of equipment that uses CFCs in 
the United States alone, says Manzer, 
replacements must match the physical 
properties of the CFCs closely. If a 
replacement gas expands more when 
heated than does CFC-1 2, commonly 
used in automobile air conditioners, it 
might blow pressure relief valves in 
cars on a hot day, he says. 

A second problem with the alter- 
natives is their price: because the sub- 
stitute chemicals require three or four 
steps to manufacture, instead of the 
single step for most CFCs, they will 
probably cost three to five limes as 
much. That cost will be especially dif- 
ficult for developing countries — the 
countries now seeking to buy or build 
Du Pont’s cheaper CFC technology. 

Scientists say that the problems and 
issues raised by the ozone layer are just 
a taste of what awaits the world on an 
even larger climatological problem: 
global warming. 

The Earth's atmosphere acts like the 
glass in a greenhouse. Visible light 
from the sun passes through the 
atmosphere and heats the Earth's sur- 
face. But trace gases in the atmos- 
phere. mostly carbon dioxide and 
water vapour, trap infrared radiation 
emitted from the surface and keep it 


from being reflected back into space. 

“If we had no atmosphere, the tem- 
perature of the Earth would be around 
0 degrees," says Blake. “Because of 
carbon dioxide, water vapour, and 
ozone, we have an average tem- 
perature or about 60 degrees." 

Those trace gases have been steadily 
increasing since the Industrial Revolu- 
tion began in the 1 8th century. Carbon 
dioxide (C0 2 ) is on the rise thanks to 
the burning of coal, oil. and natural 
gas. Methane, another greenhouse 
gas. is on the rise because of increased 
agriculture. For developing countries, 
limits on greenhouse gas production 
— essentially bans on . future develop- 
ment — might be even more unaccep- 
table than limits on CFCs. A hundred 
years ago, the concentration of CO? in 


the Earth's atmosphere was roughly 
280 parts per million (ppm). Today, 


COnis at 340 ppm and rising. 

In 1 896, the Swedish chemist Svante 
Arrhenius predicted that doubling the 
amount of carbon dioxide would even- 
tually lead to a 9 degree increase in the 
Earth's temperature. Most of today’s 
computer-based climatological 
models forecast a 4 to 9 degree increase 
in global temperature, “depending on 
how you represent the clouds," says 
Dr Peier Stone, an atmospheric scient- 
ist al the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT) in Cambridge, 
Mass. 

Although some scientists say it may 


be years before increased greenhouse 
gases affect the Earth's temperature, 
the planet does seem to be getting 
warmer already. According to James 
Hansen, director of the NASA- 
Goddard Institute for Space Studies in. 
New York. 1988 “tied with 1 981 as the 
warmest year on our record." The 
global average temperature for those 
two years was 0.63 degrees F. Above 
the world’s average between 1950 and 
1980. Last year “was warm, but it was 
not as warm as the previous year.... I 
think it was the sixth or seventh.” 

Last year would have been, wanner, 
says Dr Hansen, except for a “periodic 
up-swelling of cold water in the eastern 
Pacific," called the El Nino, that has 
been keeping temperature in that 
ocean cool. “As we come out of that 
cool phase, we are going to get hotter 
temperatures in the next year or two 
which may rival or exceed the hottest 
years in the 1980s." 

But predicting the actual amount of 
warming — and how soon it will lake 
place — is difficult, says Kerry 
Emmanuel, chairman of MIT's 
department of Earth and planetary 
sciences and a critic of many global 
climate models. 

Scientists lack a comprehensive 
theory, or “analytic understanding," 
of how the' Earth's climate actually 
works. “One would hope that we 
would at least have an analytic under- 
standing some of the subprocesses, an 


understanding that is rooted in the 
physics of the phenomena." says Dr 
"Emmanuel. Even detailed understand- 
ings of the convection of air or the 
circulation of the oceans remain 
beyond the grasp of climatologists. 

’That understanding is. vital, 
Emmanuel says, because ‘‘water 
vapour is a much more important 
greenhouse gas than C0 3 ." Like CO* 
water vapo ur traps i n the heat from the 
ground, but “there is a lot more of it.** 

Clouds move water around the 
globe. Since they can’t be modeled 
directly, their effects must be inferred 
from other variables — which is where 
Kerry and other scientists feel that the 
models gel shaky. 

“There may be powerful negative 
feedback that are so strong that the 
amount of extra warmth is so small (as 
not to matter),’’ he says. “If you 
increase the amount of clouds by just a 
few per cent, you could offset the war- ' 
ming. Clouds reflect sun back to Space: 
“They're while." 

Nevertheless, many scientists say 
the possibility for global warming 
should be reckoned with now. “The 
numbers, to me, are worrisome, even 
given all of ihe uncertainties in the 
models,” says MIT’s Stone. 

“One of the things that we really 
need to do is to. improve our under- 
standing of some of these processes 
that are important,” he says. “That 
requires getting lots of data."

‘Regulars’ become 
tourist attraction

FOR 14 years Arthur Knight has supped pints and 
propped uplhecomerof the bar at his local. Now. at 


the age of 70, he has landed himself a dream job. 

Arthur, an ex-farm worker, has been recruited as v 
a tourist attraction. The brief is to lure foreign 
visitors into the village pub, and then entertain them 
with old . English country wisdom while they spend, 
spend, spend. 

His reward is as much brown aJe as he can drink. 

All Arthur has to do for his beer is give tourists 
samples of his rich Yorkshire accent, teach them 
snippets of the local dialectand pass on the recipe for 
his favourite regional dish — black pudding and 
onion gravy, naturally. 

Ifhe can also teach visitors to the Jefferson Arms 
in Thorganby, North Yorkshire, how to play 
dominoes or throw darts, than so much the better. 

• Arthur is one of an army of colourful rural 
characters being hired to boost profits in British inns 
and taverns— and he isdelighted that he waschosen 
for the job. 

“I’ve really landed on ray feet with this one," said 
Arthur with a twinkle. “1 chat to everyone who 
comes in anyway and I’m well upon the local gossip, 
so I can fill them in on that, no trouble. 

“It's a fair exchange, a pint for a yarn, and I get 
betleralitastheeveninggoesby. I’d say I wasatmy 
prime after about five glasses. 

“The .Americans like to hear me talk, though 
sometimes they look a bit blank. They can't really 
understand my accent and J can't understand theirs, 
so we're well matched. But if they want to sample a 
Yorkshire voice. I’m happy to give them the 
chance." 

Among the sayings designed to confuse tourists is: 
"If lha aHwers done ought for nought , do it for tha 
sen." It translates as: “If you ever do something for 
nothing, do it for yourself," and it has left more than 
one foreigner leafing desperately through his phrase 
book. 

Bui Arthur doesn't turn his hog out (lose his 
temper). He doesn't even get hismonfc up (sulk) when 
visitors show their ignorance of his native dialect. As 
long as the drinks keep flowing, he will keep going. 

Robert Mason, the landlord of the Jafferson 
Arms, claims there was no contest for the post of pub 
“ambassador." He told me: “Arthur was my First 
choice for the job because he's a natural charmer and 
he knows all there is to know about the area. 

“He also looks the part. When tourists come in 
search of the 'real’ England, what they're looking 
for is an old character like Arthur, silting by the bar 
in his cap and braces. 

'There’s no question about it, he's one of our star 
attractions. Once foreigners start chatting to him. 
they slay for longer and spend more money. And 
because Arthur’s a genuine regular, he gives Lhe 
place a good, solid atmosphere." 

Arthur has lived all his life in the lush countryside 
around Thorganby and he has an endless fund of the 
pithy Local sayings and gossip which tourists love. 

Take (he one about the Carmelite nun, for exam- 


many pints I've sunk as well,” said Arthur,

“1 drunk so much one time that 1 couldn't gel on 
my bicycle, let alone rideit home. But these days I'm 
usually back well before midnight. Nancy, my wife, 
sees to it that I don't stay out too late, or give too 
many things away. 

“Mind you, she can't check on exactly what I do. I 
have fun when I'm out and some if it's with the 
tourists...." 

Arthur gets his amusement at the expense of the 
visitors he entertains, and they lap it up. He and his 
male, 79-year-old Noel Todd, do their best to teach 
foreigners an old Yorkshire party trick called the 
“dog”. 

It involves gripping the edge of the table with the 
left hand, raising the left knee and then reaching 
down to touch the floor with the right hand. Viewed 
from behind, it is obvious how the manouevre got its 
name. 

Arthurand Noel tried the move on Beth Beale, a 
26-year-old New Yorker on a two-week tour of 
Britain's beauty spots, but she saw through them in 
time to keep her dignity. 

Undeterred, she told me: “I think Arthur's cute. 
I'd like to put him in my pocket and ship him back 
home with me. We don't have anything like English 
pubs in America and we certainly don't have any- 
thing like Arthur. 

“1 think it's great to havea kind of ambassador for 
an area who can tell you something about the local 
history. It brings a place alive if you can speak to 
someone who lives there." 

Wayfarer Inns is the company behind the “pub 
ambassador" scheme, which aims to have charac- 
ters like Arthur installed in taverns the length of 
Britain before long. 

The scheme is now running on a trial basis in 
selected pubs, including the Jafferson Arms, from 
Dosert to Northumberland, but its success means 
the idea will soon becomestandard company policy. 

Then, no inn will be complete without its own 
Arthur to charm the money out of tourists’ wallets. 
And every customer will be able to catch up on the 
hottest local gossip.

Ups and downs of making films 

American stars vulnerable, British

HOLLYWOOD. (UPI): British director 
David Green discovered when he filmed 
Fire Birds that American performers are 
often better at film acting than Lheir Engl- 
ish counterparts. 

None of the stars of Fire Birds — 
Nicolas Cage. Tommy Lee Jones. Scan 
Young — ever sei foot on a Shakespearean 
stage, nor were they trained in iheclassical 
tradition of most successful English 
actors. 

They arc. however. individualistic. outs- 
poken and known at limes to be some what 
difficult. 

Would filming have been easier, say, 
with Daniel Day-Lewis, Anthony Hopk- 
ins and Jenny Seagrove? 

Not at all. says Green who came to 
Hollywood lo make a big, expensive, 
acu on -adventure movie punctuated by 
gunfire, enlivened by crashing helicopters 
and awash wilh gore. He unequivocally hit 
the mark wilh Fire Birds. 

"There is a big drence in British and 
American aciors.” Green said. “The Brit- 
ish are classically trained and more disci- 
plined. They're most accustomed to work- 
ing in a strict format. 

“Americans are not. They arc much 
more instinctive on camera. 

"Because there is no tradition of film in 
England us there is here, lhe best actors in 
jnv country’ *-’ome from the theatre or the 
BBC. 

“Here, film acting is an art in its own 
right. A profession, that’s not the case in 
England. Acting for the screen is hard for 
them lo grasp or latch onto when they've 
had a theatrical upbringing.

“The English are actors first who must 
learn different techniques to act for the 
camera. In Hollywood film actors arc a 
breed. And 1 find that quite exciting. 

“I found that Nicolas, Tommy Lee and 
Sean are not stage actons or TV actors but 
movie stars. And movie stars arc not a bad 
concept because you create a whole ethos 
of how 10 do things on a big screen, which 
is totally different from the English train- 
ing. 

“Not to say British actors can't cross 
over. Michael Caine and Sean Connery 
have done it very well. Bui they've had to 
learn it and train themselves toil. Whereas 
with Americans, it's second nature. 

“Somehow Americans are able lo do it 
naturally, even if they’re thrown into a film 
straight our of college. Unlike British 
actors, they don’t have to fbrgei what they 
learned on stage. 


“Americans trust their instincts better 
than the English and I find that exciting. 
More edge, intensity and energy and 
bloody-minded determination to achieve 
certain things. To Americans it's a craft 
and a business. 

British reserve prevents our chaps from 
wearing their hearts on their sleeves - as 
Americans do, making for iess vui-' 
nerabiiity. Vulnerability is a key element in 
movies and helpstell the story more hones- 
tly. . 

“Therefore. I found rt necessary to deal 
with American actors in a different way. 
You don't have to cajole them as much as 
you do Britons or chivvy them along. You 
spend more time intdlcctualizingand dis- 
secting each word with an English cast.”

Romania. 

“It is a win for a whole of Africa,” Cameroon assistant coach Jean Manga 
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Milla also played for the 1982 Cameroon team that drew all three first- 
round matches but failed to advance because of goal differential. The

Maradona admits 'handling ball’ 


BERN, Switzerland, June 15, 
(AP): Bad referee decisions 
figured in some of the opening 
round upsets of the World Cap 
finals, according to the leading 
Fifa organiser of“Italia 90.” 

In an interview published 
yesterday, JosefS. Blatter, gen- 
eral secretary of the soccer’s 
ruling body, said be was “dis- 
appointed and taken aback” by 
some “false decisions which 
should have never happened.” 

He named specifically the 
“handball outride the penalty 
area when the Soviet Union 
played Romania, the first red 
card for Cameroon player, and 
also the penalty for Egypt 
against Holland.” 

“The wrong decisions were 
avoidable because a referee at 
this World Cup must never 
judge by himself." he told the 
Berner Zeituug newspaper. 
“We made sure that the referee 
teams were put together in a 
way that there would be no lan- 
guage problems between the 
referee and the linesmen.” 

“But the mistaken referees 
acted high-handedly and wron- 
gly,” Blatter said, according to 
the newspaper. 

He also criticised Swiss 
referee Kurt Roethlisberger for 
being “clearly too harsh” in 
sending off American midfiel- 
der Eric Wynalda in the second 
half of the United States' 5-1 
loss to Czechoslovakia. It for- 
ced the Americans to play the 
final 38 minutes a man short 
after trailing 3-0. 

“A yellow card would have 
been sufficient,” Blatter said. 

Overall he said, his impres- 
sions were “thoroughly 
positive ” as the first week o f the 
tournament was coming to its 
end. 


NAPLES, Italy, June 15, (AP): Argentine captain 
Diego Maradona has admitted he used his hand to 
knock the ball away from the goal line in Argen- 
tina’s 2-0 victory over the Soviet Union. 

After the Wednesday night match, he told Argen- 
tine journalists he reacted on instinct during the 
first-half scramble. 

“I saw the ball coming at me very fast and I 
instinctively put my hand in front of it," he said. 

At an earlier post-game news conference, the 29- 
year-old attacker had said he was not sure what 
happened on the play. 

Soviet coach Valery Lobanovsky called the play 
crucial and said referee Erik Fredriksson of Sweden 
should lose his job for missing it. The Soviet coach 
accused Fredriksson of. bias against his team. 


Maradona said the play happened so fast that it 
was difficult for the referee to see. 


“The referee is a human bring and can make 
mistakes,” Maradona said. 

Considered one of the world's most gifted players, 
Maradona has a history of using his hands. 

In the 1986 World Cup, he scored with his left 
hand against England in a 2-1 quarterfinal victory. 
Afterward, Maradona said it was “the hand of 
God” that caused the goal and the phrase became 
synonymous with the incident. 

He also has scored goals with his hands for his 
Italian First Division team, Napoli, In 1987, a goal 
scored with bis hand defeated Atalanta, and another 
one a year later helped gain a tie with Verona. 

In the UefaCup final against Stuttgart in 1989, he 
used his hand to block the ball away from the goal in 
a move similar to Wednesday's manoeuvre. 

Argentina lost keeper Nery Pumpido with a dou- 
ble fracture of his right leg after a dash with team- 
mate Juan Simon in the 10th minute. 

Pumpido was taken to hospital where be under- 
went immediate surgery for a double fracture of the 
right shin and fibula. 

Orthopaedic specialist Eugenio Iannelli carried 
out the operation at the private Villa del Sole clinic 
near the San Paulo stadium where Argentina, the 
world champions, won 2-0.

Rnt Dou glas at h pd the t o ols to iirffxt 
Tyson, although before the fight they were 
well-hidden under excess fat and suspicions 
aboui how much heart he really had. 

_ Tillman, on the otherhand, has little to 
recommend him as anything more than a 
confidence-builder for Tyson and some 
detractors jokingly say he has the chin of a 


cnaserweight and the punch of a welter- 
weight. 

Tillman, with a 20-4 record, dropped out of 
boxing from March 1988 to December 1989 
after being knocked out by Canadian Willie 
Dewitt, and he had done little to impress 
before then. 

The real issue is the effect the devastating 
Tokyo defeat has had on Tyson's mind. 

That question may be answered m part 
tomorrow when the world will see whether 
Tyson has shed the kamikaze two-step 
approach he used that made him an easy 
target for Douglas’s jarring jabs and left him 
groping on all fours for his mouthpiece in his 
last act as undefeated champion.

Later, Colette Murphy won 
the day’s only final, the women’s 
10,000 metres, in 32 minutes 
20.92 seconds, the third fastest in 
the world this year.

CAGLIARI, June 15, (Reuter): European cham- 
pions the Netherlands go into their World Cup 
Group F showdown with England tomorrow need- 
ing to improve drastically to avoid defeat and possi- 
ble elimination from the World Cup finals. 

After the shock 1 -I draw in their opening match 
with Egypt, the talented but discordant Dutch have 
lost their air of invincibility and require at least 
another draw to feel confident of a place in the 
second phase.

LONDON, June 15, (Reuter): Lancashire batsman Neil Fairbrotbc* 
was given another cha nee by England’s cricket selectors today to prove 
himself capa ble of reproducing his county form at Test level. 

Fairbrother, named in an unchanged England twelve for the second 
Test against New Zealand starting at Lord’s on Thursday, has been in 
prodigious form for Lancashire this summer but scored only 19 in the 
drawn firet Test at Trent Bridge. 

That innings took his Test aggregate to a paltry 24 runs in five 
matches but the selectors, attempting to introduce a measure of 
continuity into the side, have hinted that they may keep faith with the 
26-year-old left-hander for all three Tests against the New Zealandera. 

“I don't feel I played as badly as some people think and I hope to be 
able to make up for it at Lord's" said Fairbrother, who averages 1 20 for 
his county this season. 

“I know I've failed when I’ve played for England and I suppose it 
won’t get any easier until I've got a big score behind me.” 

Uncapped Leicestershire all-rounder Chris Lewis, averaging almost 
85 with the bat. has also been given a vote of confidence after missing 
out on a possible Test debut at Trent Bridge with a thigh injury. 

Lewis has not bowled a ball in first-class picket since but made 51- 
against the tourists in a one-day match at Leicester yesterday.
